According to Mrs. Hollister, she 
married because she was lonely. The 
couple never lived together, and it 


Was agreed, she said, at the time of 
the marriage, in October, 1908, that 
they would not live as husband and 
wife until Hollister could the 
fortune he had lost during the panic 
of 1907. Hollister had been a friend 
of the Knickerbocker family for years. 

Coroner Hes ordered the inquest 
into the death of Hollister because of 
the peculiar circumstances surround- 
ing his death. An autopsy has been 
performed, but the physicians present 
report that the man’s death was due 
to natural causes. 

Mrs. Hollister has been questioned 
by both the police and the coroner, 
and is now in a state of collapse 
husband, she said, was 
Saturday, a week ago. She nursed 
him for a couple of days. Seeing him 
grow weaker she thought it best to 
have him taken to St. John’s hospital. 
Hollister was too weak to talk after 
being taken to the hospital. 

It was not until the physicians told 
the young wife dold her husband could 
not live that she told her father that 
she had married Hollister. Mrs. Hol- 
lister was at the hospital from the 
time her husband was taken there 
until he died. 

Immediately after his death, Cor- 
oner Iles and Dr. Barnes, the hos- 
pital physician, questioned Mrs. Hol- 
lister at length. Mrs. Hollister said: 
“The me many ques- 
tions about the drugs my husband had 
Mr. Iles said it looked as 
though he had taken ground glass.” 

The coroner 
Barnes, who performed it, said: “The 
autopsy shows death was due to nat- 
ural causes.”

_ From Boston Are Raised 


Boston, June 2.—It now costs more 
money for a good many raiload tick- 
ets out of Boston. Rates went up on 
the Boston and Maine’s Fitchburg 
division and on the Boston and Al- 
bany. Increases on the other Boston 
and Maine divisions will come July 1. 
The New Haven road, which recently 
increased the fare to New York by a 
dime, is expected to put up inter- 
vening rates soon. This, it is ex- 
| plained, is the result of recent wage 

increases on these systems. 

Boston and Maine travelers living 
within fifteen miles of Boston are not 
affected by the increase, nor are the 
season ticket or the commutation 
(twelve-trip) rates any higher. It is 
the single ticket to distances of six- 
teen miles from Boston or over, which 
are higher.

Berlin, June 2.—A Polish Jew at-

Swish of the “Big Stick”

velt is the object of varying criticism 
by the press as the result of his speech 
on the occasion of receiving the free- 
dom of the city of London, in which 
he bluntly lectured his hosts on the 
Nzyptian question and told them 
“either to rule Egypt properly or get 
out.” 

The editorial comments upon his 
startling utterances concerning Brit- 
ish rule in Egypt are influenced as a 
rule by partisanship. The Conserva- 
tive press defends the conclusions 
drawn by the American statesman, 
while the Liberal papers oppose his 
deductions with equal seriousness. 
But outside the questions of fact set 
forth, the newspapers almost with- 
out exception challenge the propriety 
of a foreign guest of the city criticis- 
ing the colonial policy of the empire. 

Unionist newspapers take advantage 
of the incident to attack the present 
government, while the liberal press 
rebukes the American visitor for seiz- 
ing the opportunity of a ceremonial 
occasion in compliment to himself te 
attack the national policy on an ad- 
mittedly delicate situation.

APPLAUDED WHILE WINNING, 


When Club Strikes Losing Streak Fans 
Tender No Sympathy to the Pilot. 
Leader of Big League Team Has 
Thankless Task at All Times,

Very few people, except those who 
possess Inside knowledge, are familiar 
with the trials of a manager of a 
major league ball team and witb what 
he has to contend. Let me tell you, 
& manager’s path is not strewn with 
roses; but, on the contrary, it is a po- 
sition beset with tribulations, of sleep- 
less nights and of hopes often unful- 
filled, particularly when conducting the

the team which is unable to make a 
fairly good showing in the pennant 
race soon loses support and Is termed 
“lemons,” “clucks,” “dubs” and “has- 
beens,” and the leader of such a club 
is set down in the same class, 

In the present day baseball game 
the manager is the man who has to 
stand or fall. It’s up to him as far as 
the public goes. And yet how many 
of the fans who go to ball games know 
or even care who the manager of a 
team is as long as it continnes to win? 
But if it loses—wow! Then the man- 
ager gets It, and gets it good and plen- 
ty. The fans only blame the manager. 
They forget there is an owner behind 
the manager, who may be 
blame than he. 

In order to be a successful manager 
in the major leagues today one must 
possess a large amount of gray mat- 
ter, up to date ideas and knowledge of 
the intricate points of play. Not only 
must he have a full understanding of 
the game, but he must be able to in- 


| still the knowledge into the heads of 


the players comprising his team. The 
majority of the leaders in the big 


leagues today have knowledge of the 
game throug’ practical experience and 
uctive participation as players. In fol- 
lowing the game day in and day out 
all of its scientific features are pre- 
sented to them. Almost every day the 
plays that are pulled off are the result 
of deep study and mature meditation. 

One of the big woes of a manager is 
the daily advice of patrons who by 
word of mouth and numerous letters 
Insist upon telling him how the team 
should be run. Of course this advice 
is thankfully received and immediately 
followed—nit. If these fans had their 
way changes in the team would be 
made every day and new players 
would be coming in by the train lond. 

The hardest part of a manager's 
work Hes in the selection of his team, 
weeks and months being spent in 
scouring the country for promising ma- 
terial. If out of a half dozen selec- 
tions one real diamond star is discoyr- 
ered the manager considers himself 
very lucky, for the ratio of young 


| players making good in fast company 


is only one in six. 

In the spring, when reporting time 
arrives, the manager awakens to the 
fact that his troubles are to commence. 
With twenty or thirty players from 
which to select a regular team his work 
is cut out for him, and he passes days 
of anxiety and suspense. After many 
trials his choice is made. Those who 
have not displayed the requisite speed 
are returned to the minors. The man- 
ager fs filled with hope and fear. If 
his team starts in a rut and every- 
thing breaks badly he knows that he 
will pass a season of discontent and 
become the target of abuse. His hours 
will be full of unrest and devoid of 
pleasure. 

Then the fans will submit hundreds 
of letters telling him of the playtrs 
that he should get, many of whom 
could not be secured for love or mon- 
ey. When he {ts recognized on the 
Streets he is met with sour looks and 
coldly greeted. Then perhaps some 
one will hurl the questions at him: 
“Why don't you do this?’ “Why don't 
sou do that?" “What do you mean 
by letting the team go to the dogs?” 
“Are you trying to kill the game?” 

While the manager feels like soak- 
Ing the interrogator he is forced to 
smile a sickly smile and work his 
thought tank in an endeavor to pacify 
the Irate fan. While sitting on the 
players’ bench he may have to listen 
!o such expressions as these: “Bum 
feam,” “They're rotten,” “Punk,” 
“Rank aggregation” and “Get a new 
manager.” After listening to these 
‘omforting words for a couple of hours 
pach day the pilot of the team is 
thankful when darkness envelops the 
land and he can retire in restful slum- 
ver, 

A manager’s berth in the major 
vVecues is no sinecure. It may con- 
tinue for one or a dozen years, accord- 
ng to the measure of success attained, 
ind the incumbent is always on easy 
treet. In that capacity one may be 
worthy of a2 medal today, the tin can 
‘omorrow. The fans are prone to ap- 
plaud the successful and heap coals of 
fire on the heads of the unfortunate. 
A baseball manager is up today and 
lown tomorrow.

Boston, June 3.—The dual person- | 


ality of “John R. Marshall” as as- 
sumed at convenient times by “Big 
Bill” Keliher and Martin J. Walsh in 
poolroom, wire-tapping and faro 
games was presented by several wit- 
nesses before Judge Hale and a fed- 
eral jury. 

Cashier Earl of the National City 
bank was questioned a half hour when 
Attorney Pratt offered to show that 
Earl knew of Coleman's loose habits 
and had withdrawn his personal ac- 
count before the closing of the bank. 

William E. Hingston, handwriting 
expert, was called for the prosecution 
to show the signatures of “John R. 
Marshall” were written by the same 
hand that wrote William J. Keliher 
in Keliher’s petition in bankruptcy. 

Martin J. Walsh as a crony of Wil- 
liam J. Keliher and in constant touch 
with Keliher on the ’phone during the 
period of Coleman’s losses at faro 
were shown by District Attorney Gar- 
land reading a list of telephone calls 
between the two men. 

The existence of ,a wireless wire- 
tapper layout in a room of the Postal 
building on State street, which was 
run by “John R. Marshall,” was 
shown by the testimony of several 
employes of the building. 

The identification of Martin Walsh 


as the original of the man who, un- | days, 


der the name of John R. Marshall, 
rented this room on State street and 
the presence of William J. Keliher as 
an employe of the office was shown by 
several other witnesses. 

These were some of the most im- 
portant features of the. trial yester- 
day of “Big Bill” Keliher, charged 
with aiding and abetting George W. 
Coleman in the misapplication of the 
funds of the National City bank of 
Cambridge. 

The government is trying to prove 
to the jury that Walsh and Keliher 
were closely associated in various 
bunco games, which were conducted 
in three different offices under the 
firm name of John R. Marshall & Co. 

These offices, all under the same 
management, were the faro office 
{proper at 6 Beacon street, the pool 
room office at Huntington Chambers 
and the fake wire tapping game con- 
ducted at 110 State street, in the 
Postal building. 

Already “Big Bill” has been shown 
as a receiver of telegrams at the pool 
room office at Huntington Chambers, 
a constant visitor at the Beacon 
building place, and yesterday was 
positively identified by the janitor of 
the Postal building as somebody in 
authority at the wire-tapping office on 
State street.

DOUBLE FLIGHT OVER GHANKEL 


Round Trip Made at Speed Which 
Distances Torpedo Boat Destroyers 
—Joy-Maddened Crowd Gives Rolis 
a Tremendous Ovation When Air- 
ship Settles at Completion of Last 
Leg of Daring Trip 


Dover, Eng., June 3.—C. S. Rolls, 
the English aviator, last evening sur- 
passed all other channel flights, 
Inaking the trip from here to Calais, 
and then immediately recrossing in 
his biplane. The weather was per- 
fect and his aeroplane worked fault- 
| lessly. Great crowds viewed the 
flights from both shores. By his 
great feat he regained for England the 
laurels that English aviators had lost 
to Bleriot and De Lesseps. 

On both flights Rolls’ machine trav- 
eled at great speed. When he left 
the English shore he made straight 
for the French side, and the crowds 
gathered on the cliffs could clearly 
follow his course for a distance of 
more than twenty miles or within a 
couple of miles of France. 

The landing on the French side was 
just long enough to run over the ma- 
chine and see that all the parts had 
withstood the first flight. Then with 
a mighty cheer from the French au- 
dience that lined the shores, he head- 
ed his craft toward England and flew 
in a low direct line for the Dover 
cliffs. :

| When the airship settled down at 


| daring trip the aviator was given a 
| tremendous ovation by the joy-maéd- 
dened crowd that acclaimed the res- 
toration of flying honors to England. 
| Rolls was almost mobbed and with 
difficulty saved his craft from being 
injured by the tumultuous crowds. 

The Englishman's aeroplane is a 
Wright machine, built in France, 
with an American Wright engine. The 
plane has two seats, giving accommo- 
dation for a passenger. Rolls’ will 
get the Rouat prize of $2500. 

For two weeks or so Rolls has been 
preparing for a double channel flight, 
and the inhabitants of the .rench 
shore have been on the qui vive. 

Word was received that the start 
might be expected Thursday after- 
noon and thousands lined the cliffs, 
waiting for a glinipse of the plane.

When he glided to earth gracefully, 
| Rolls declared that he was elated, but 

would waste no time in jubilation, as 
he hoped to resume the flight on the 
return trip. 

“It was a good flight,” he said, “and 
things are just right for the 
stage. The round trip is no more than 
my flight at Nice, when I covered fifty 
| miles over tae water all the way with- 
out a stop.” 
| In order to accomplish his feat, 
Rolis had to cover forty-two miles, 
| which is twice the distance across the 
|; channel from Dover to Calais. The 
entire flight was made in ninety min- 
utes. 

Throughout his flight Rolls main- 
tained an altitude of 800 feet, where- 
as Bleriot had kept at a height of only 
300 feet above the sea level. 

Rolls is a captain in the London 
section of the army motor reserve. 
In his younger days he successfully 
competed in the sports of bicycling, 
automobiling and ballooning. On one 
occasion he was awarded a gold medal 
for his performance in the 1000 miles 
trial of 1990 in England. He has 
made no less than 160 balloon ascen- 
sions. 

Rolls’ feat, though often attempted, 
has never before been accomplished. 
On July 25, 1909, Louis Bleriot 
crossed from Calais to Dover in thirty 
minutes, but was forced to land at 
the latter place. On May 21, 1910, 
Count Jacques de Lesseps made the 
same flight in twenty-five minutes, 
but was also compelled to alight at 
Dover.

Short Story Writer Fails to 
Rally From an Operation 


GAINED FAME AS “0, HENRY” 


Misconceptions Concerning His Life 


Corrected In an Interview In Which 
He Stated That He Was Never En- 
gaged In Occupations With Which 
He Was Credited by Gossip—Writ- 
ing a Drama When Stricken 


New York, June 6.—William Syd- 
ney Porter, better known to the pub- 
lic by his pen name, “O. Henry,” 
recognized as one of the leading short 
story writers of the age, died Sun- 
day of cirrhosis of the liver. 

An operation was performed by Dr. 
Hanvock last Friday, but the condi- 
tion of the author even at that time 
was considered hopeless by the sur- 
gzeons.

Wherever the English language is 
read, the public has probably known 
less of the history of the author than 
of any other contemporary writer of 
equal prominence.

Mr. Porter was born in Greensboro, 
N. C., in 1867. It was during his 
boyhood that he went to the Hall 
ranch, but any ideas of ranching that 
he may have entertained at the be- 
ginning of the visit were abandoned 
when he saw the cattle dropping dead 
in a drought. 

He then began to look around for 
an opportunity to cultivate his ambi- 
tion for writing and obtained a posi- 
tlon on the Houston Post. Within a 
year he was earning $25 a week, but 
he gave up the position to buy Brann’s 
Iconoclast at Austin, Tex. 

The paper was rechristened the 


| Rolling Stone, but it had a short life 
| and Porter took a_ trip 


to Central 
America with a friend who was inter- 
ested in the fruit business. 

After idling about in the tropics for 
a time he returned to Texas, where 
he clerked in a drug store for two 
weeks. He then went to New Or- 
leans and began writing short stories 
in earnest. 

After his first few successes he 
came to New York city, and in late 
years he has commanded a high price 
for his writings. For the last few 
years his average short story has 
brought $750.

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RATE INCREASE 


Succeeds in Getting Western 
Railroads fo Withdraw 


SUIT WILL NOW BE STOPPED 


Presidents of Western Corporations 


Claim Right to. Raise Freight Rates 
and Declare That They Are Not 


Law Breakers—Bitter Feeling 


Against Wickersham Because of His 
Method of Procedure In Suit 


Washington, June 7.—Peace set- 
tled over the railroad situation last 
evening, but it was peace dictated by 
President Taft. 

Twenty-four railroads centering in 
Chicago unconditionally surrendered 
on the quesfn of raising the rates 
before they had been examined and 
approved by the interstate ecommerce 
commission. 

The president then made a truce 
with them by consenting to withdraw- 
al of the suit against the western 
trunk line committee, as he had ac- 
complished his purpose. 

Railroad presidents who conferred 
with President Taft have very definite 
opinions as to the merits of the situ- 
ation which has arisen through the ac- 
tion fof the department of justice in 
seeking to enjoin twenty-five western 
roads from making increases in 
freight rates. 

The specific purpose of their visit 
to Washington was to assure President 
Taft that, in their own opinion, they 
are not law-breakers. They outlined 
to him the procedure whereby the 
roads acted in concert fn filing new 
schedules and tried to convince him, 
as a lawyer, that although the sched- 
ules were filed simultaneously, no 
agreement to maintain the rates ex- 
isted and that such information as 
was exchanged among the roads prior 
to the establishment of the new rate 
did not constitute a violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 

It can be said upon the _ highest 
authority that the railroad counse! 
are unanimous in the opinion that the 
injunction will be vacated by the high- 
est court. The railroad attorneys 
advised their clients before the rates 
were made that in their opinion the 
action proposed was not contrary to 
the law. They hold now that it was 
not and they believe that can show 
to the president that it was not. 

The four railroad presidents in town 
are E. P. Ripley of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe; F. A. Delano 
of the Wabash; S. M. Felton of the 
Chicago and Great Western and 
Marvin Hughitt of the Chicago and 
Northwestern. 

These leaders present the claim 
that the railroads cannot meet the de- 
mands of their employes, pay other 
increasing expenses and have anything 
left for dividends to stockholders, un- 
less rates are raised, whether it be in 
combination or individually. In other 
words, the railroad men declare it is a 
life and death struggle and that the 
prices of all things except railroad 
rates have been increased. 

The chief claim of the railroad men 
is that they are entitied to greater 
income from freight rates because 
they are paying $120,000,000 more 
a year in wages than before the panic 
of 1907. . 

Upon their prosperity, they say, 
rests the development of the sparse- 
ly filled far west, whose fertility is a 
factor in the preservation of 
prosperity. Besides the status of the 
workers directly employed by the rail- 
roads, which magnates claim to be fn- 
volved in the dispute, there are af- 
fected the 15,000,000 employes of the 
members of the railway business as- 
sociation and the manufacturers of 
railroad supplies. Without higher 
rates the railroad men claim they will 
be unable to purchase supplies. 

It can be said that the roads feel 
exceedingly bitter toward Attorney 
General Veickersham, not so much 
because the suits were brought as over 
the secretive method of the depart- 
ment of justice in instituting them. 
The companies were given no oppor- 
tunity whatever to present evidence to 
the court to show why the injunctions 
should not be granted.

Woman and Children Get Away 
From Holy Ghosters 


KEPT PRISONERS ON YACHT 


Deputy Sheriff Locates “Prophet” 
Sandford’s Yacht Kingdom and 
Serves Writ of Habeas Corpus 


Which Had Been Secured by a 
Clergyman—Mrs. Whittaker Says 
That She Was Persecuted 


Portland, Me., June 7.—‘Flijah” 
Sandford’s yacht Kingdom was board- 
ed by a deputy sheriff, who rescued 
from it Mrs. Florence Whittaker, her 
16-year-old daughter, Edna, and three 
other children, who, it is claimed, 
had been held prisoners. 

For nearly two years the woman has 
been appealing to relatives to assist 
her to escape from the control! of the 
“prophet,” Frank W. Sandford, 
showering her friends and relatives 
with pitifully recounting her 
story of suffering. 

She also asked aid to 
oldest daughter and her other 
dren from the influence of the colon- 
ists. 

Several! attempts have been made by 
her’ relatives to effect her removal 
without stir. Her letters have been 
interdicted; a@assage money sent her 
has been withheld, and until Rev. 
Nathan H. Harriman of Cambridge, 
Mass., secured a writ of habeas 
corpus from Justice Savage of Au- 
burn, Me., and had her forcibly re- 
moved from the yacht, she despaired 
of ever escaping. 

High Sheriff Trefethen located the 
barkentine Kingdom at Great Che- 
beague island, Casco bay, and went 
after it in a motor boat. 

An attempt was made. to conceal 
the woman and her children as soon 
as the sheriff made known his object 
in boarding the yacht, but Mrs. Whit- 
taker, on the lookout for any chance 
for escape, refused to be stowed away 
in a cabin below decks. When the 
leaders on board attempted to re- 
strain her by force, the sheriff inter- 
fered and assisted her over the side to 
the motor boat, threatening to shoot 
if resistance to their departure was 
offered. 

The Kingdom arrived in this country 
May 8. Since that time the woman 
has been making every effort to es- 
cape. She was kept a strict prisoner, 
she claims, and forced to 
continual persecution from Sar 
and the other leaders of the society 
who were aboard the yacht in which 
she was quartered.

Mrs. Whittaker, herself, overjoyed 
at her escape from the yacht, de- 
clared last night as she was on he 
way to Auburn to appear before Judge 
Savage to insure her liberty in the 
future, that her only grief to temper 
her exultation was the thought that 
her husband was still under the con- 
trol of the society.

cally escaped damage, the town of 
Calitri, thirty-five miles distant, suf- 
fered severely. Reports received 


here indicate that half the buildings 
in Calitri have been wrecked. 

Many were killed in that place, 
while scores have been badly injured, 
and scores of others are said to be 
buried alive in the ruins. 

From many other towns and villages 
come stories of fallen homes, death 
and suffering. 

The convicts at the prison at Bene- 
vento became panic stricken and tried 
to force their way past the guards, 
but they were overpowered by the 
troops. 

The people 
somewhat reassured by 
the shoeks did not

gathered in the squares and the fields 
around the town, where are gathered 
pitiful groups who fear to return to 
their homes. 

This region has suffered much in the 
past from earthquakes, and in 1851, 
800 persons were killed.

FORCED TO CURTAIL 
HIS OXFORD SPEECH 


Roos2velt Reiterates His Race 
Suicide Doctrine 


London, June 8.—Attacked by his 
old throat trouble, Theodore Roose- 
velt was compelled to leave part ot 
his Romanes lecture unspoken when 
he faced the students and scholars ot 
historic Oxford after receiving the de- 
gree of doctor of civil law. The lec- 
ture, “Biological Analogies in His- 
tory,” was to have been delivered 
May 18, but King Edward's death 
prevented. 

In his address Colonel Roosevelt de- 
manded the maintenance of “the fight- 
ing edge’—- the constant preparedness 
for war and readiness to use the “big 
stick.” Reiterating his race suicide 
doctrine, the former president again 
gave his views on the attitude of the 
white man toward his subject lands. 

“The Englishman and the Ameri- 
can,” he said, “are brought into con- 
tact with utterly alien peoples, some 
with a civilization more ancient than 
their own, others still in, or having 
recently arisen from, barbarism.

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THE LORIMER 


Against the United States Sen- 
ator From Illinois. 


By JAMES,A. EDGERTON. 

HE Lorimer cuse Is the big link 
in a chain of bribery charges 
that has wound itself about 
various American states and 

cities. Perhaps it is not the last link. 
That is a matter’ which only the fu- 
ture can disclose. At least it is the 
link now must prominent in the public 
view. Two separate investigations are 
under way in relation to the Lorimer 
charges, one by Illinois grand juries, 
the other by the United States senate. 
Prior to these came another investiga- 
tion by a Chicago newspaper, culmi- 
nating in the publication of the fa- 
mous White confession. 

Lorimer has been in the senate 
scarcely a year. Elected by a bi- 
partisan combination consisting of tif- 
ty-five Republicans and _ fifty-three 
Democrats, his victory could scarcely 
have been more dramatic if it had 
been planned for~its stage effects 
alone. For one thing, the extra ses- 
siov was still struggling with the tariff 
bill, and bis vote was needed, For 
another, he was chosen on the ninety- 
fifth ballot after the longest senatorial 
deadlock in the history of Iinois and 
one of the longest ever seen in the na- 
tion. For a third, the two party alli- 
ance by which he won success was 
unusual, For a fourth, his candidacy 
was scarcely whispered until the very 
day and almost the very hour of bis 
triumph. William Lorimer, former

hewspapers of Illinois and incidentally 
of the entire country were tilled with 
charges und denials.

Confession of State Senator Hoistlaw 

Then Lorimer made his speech. It 
Was a long speech and naturally a bit- 
ter one. In it be gave a history of bis 
life, likewise a review of Cook county 
and Ulinvis polities, but as for the ac 
cusations against him contented him 
self with a sweeping denial that one 
cent had been spent in his election, His 
especial grievance was against the Chi 
cago Tribune that had published the 
White atlidavit which had started all 
the trouble Lorimer charged that the 
Tribune was trying to destroy bim, 
his friends and the bank which be 
was then organizing. , The reason for 
its animus was that it wanted to con- 
trol Cook county and Illinois polities, 
and he had defied it and refused to 
bend the knee. The senatof also paid 
his respects to Governor Deneen, whom 
he charged with having suggested his 
(Lorimer’s: candidacy for the senate 
and then baving deserted him for rea-

The “Blond Boss.” 


Lorimer was born in Manchester, 
England, in 1861 and is said never to 
have gone to a regular school a day 
in his life. He was a breadwinner 
from the time he was ten years old. 
He does not drink, smoke, chew or 
swear, is a member of the Y. M. C. A., 
is devoted to his wife and eight chil- 
dren and a mode! family man, never 
goes back on a friend, standing by 
him even after he has gone to jail, 
though relentless in puntshing treach- 
ery; has become wealthy and recently 
organized a bank, served in the house 
for sixteen years before entering the 
senate, Is called the father of the deep 
waterway ship canal scheme, is also 
called the “blond boss,” is a very si- 
lent man, who looks benevolent and 
innocent, and has long been charged 
with representing certain undesirable 
elements and “interests” in Chicago. 

The present exposure began with 
the publication in the Chiengo Tribune 
of a confession from Representative 
Charles A, White that he had received 
$1,000 for his vote for Lorimer and 
$900 from the legislative “jack pot.” 
He said that the man who had paid 
bim the money was Lee O'Neil 
Browne, the Democratic leader of the 
house. Grand jury investigations 
were at once started. and several! In- 
dictments were returned, including 
dne against Browne. To escape pros- 
ecution Representatives Beckmeyer 
and Link also confessed that they had 
received money for Lorimer votes 
State Attorney John E. W. Wayman 
of Cook county and State Attorney 
Edmund Burke of Sangamon county 
both became very busy, and the grand 
Juries of Chicago and Springfield con- 
tinued uncovering the facts. The 


sons unknown. We showed that he 
could be eulogistic as well as denun- 
ciatory. The chief subject of bis 
praises was Lee O'Neil Browne, the 
Democratic house leader, then under 
indictment for having bribed White to 
vote for Lorimer. Browne was paint- 
ed in alluring colors, almost as charm- 
ing as those with which the senator's 
own rise in politics was bedecked. It 
was a vehement speech, even though 
typewritten, and drew a full house. 
Unfortunately the news of it was 
blanketed by another of those pesky 
confessions. Grand juries are unsym- 
pathetic bodies! lacking in true regard 
for rhetorical flourishes and dramatic 
effects. Af the very hour when Lori- 
mer was “Inaking bis impassioned ut- 
terance at Washington the grand jury 
at Springfield was extracting from 
State Senator Holstlaw an admission 
that he was paid $2,500 to vote for the 
“blond boss.” It seems that state sen- 
ators come higher than the common or 
garden variety of legislators. Holstlaw 
had been a banker, Sunday school 
teacher, charity worker and _ respect- 
able citizen generally, and his confes- 
sion carried weight. Moreover, Jobn 
Broderick, another state senator whom 
Holstlaw charged with having handled 
the money, rather confirmed the state- 
ment by hiding out and eluding arrest 
for two or a days. Further cor- 
roboration wis discovered in a $2,500 
deposit slip from Holstlaw dated the 
very day he had previous!y sworn thal 
roderick handed him the amount. 
This was the most da massing testimony 
yet, and when the Lorimer speech 
bumped into it in the nest morning's 
papers there was a collision that could 
be heard across the continent.

TREATMENT ACCORDED BOYS 


Alleged to Be So intolerable as to 
Drive a Fourteen-Year-Old Inmate 
to Suicide—Order Asks That Com- 
mittee Place Responsibility For the 
Act and Find Out Whether Punish- 
ment Is Unduly Severe

The order providing for the in- 
vestigation was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Mellen of Worcester. It is 
one of the most comprehensive orders 
submitted to the present legislature, 
providing as it does for an investiga- 
tion of the entire system of corporal 
punishment in use in the institution. 

The demand for an investigation is 
the outcome of the revelations of two 
years ago, when it was found that 
boys in the institution had been pun- 
ished with the end of rubber hose. 
The order is as follows: 

“That it is the sense of the house 
of representatives that conditions 
tending to drive a 14-year-old boy t 
suicide as a means of finding relief 
from conditions at the Lyman school 
are too intolerable to be countenanced 
by the commonwealth. 

“That a committee of five members 
of the house, to be chosen by the 
speaker, shail be appointed to investi- 
gate the suicide of John Newman ot 
Cambridge at the Lyman‘ school for 
boys on the evening of June 7. Said 
committee shall ascertain the treat- 
ment acacorded to boys committed to 
said institution, whether or not it is 
unduly the extent to which 
corporal punishment is resorted to, 
whether or not other methods of pun- 
ishment are made use of by the au- 
thorities there, and for what cause 
punishment of any kind is meted out 
to the inmates of the 

“Full information be secured 
as to what constitutes an infraction 
of the rules, the extent to which the 
superintendent controls the situation, 
and the power

Boston, June 9.—The directors of 
the National City bank of® Cambridge 
knew that the books were not right 
several weeks before the closing of 
the bank last February, George W. 
Coleman told his father, Walter G. 
Coleman, according to the testimony 
of the father in the “Big Bill” Keliher 
trial in the federal court. 

Keliher is on trial charged with aid- 
ing and abetting Coleman in ‘wrecking 
| the bank. The elder Coleman, who 
has stood loyally by his son through 
the ordeal of the startling bank de- 
falcation, told Herbert E. Lombard 
what George had sald. Witnesses 
called by the defense testified: 

That Coleman said he was going to 
marry Mamie Hightower because she 
had money stowed away in the bank. 

That he said that his grandmother 
had died and left him a “pile” of 
money. 


That he said he had $50,000 In a 


Cuban enterprise and expected big re- 
turns. 

That he said he had given Mrs. 
Taylor a certified check for $500 last 
Christmas. 

That he bought $4000 worth of jew- 
elry from Frank A. Andrews within 
three or four years. 

That he represented himself as a 
secret service agent with an expense 
account of from $5000 to $10,000. 

That upon his advice Andrews put 
$10,000, which his wife inherited, in 
the bank shortly before it closed. 
(Coleman, when a government wit- 
ness, testified that Andrews drew out 
$2000 of this.) 

Mr. Lombard was called to the 
stand and Lawyer Pratt tried to get

“Tt is very doubtful says the North’ 
American Review, wheteher the Bgyp- 
tian style is most appropriate to a 
Christian burial-place. It certainly 
has no connection with our religion. 
In its characteristics it is anterior to 
civilization, and therefore is not 
beautiful in itself. 

“No one will deny the superiority 
of the Grecian in mere point of beau-| 
ty. But more than this, Egyptian 
architecture reminds us of the re- 
ligion which called it into being,— 
the most degraded and revolting pag- 
anism which ever existed. It is the 
architecture of embalmed cats and 
deified crocodiles; solid, stupendous, 
and time-defying we allow; but as- 
sociated in-our minds with all that is 
disgusting and absurd in  supersti- 
tion. 

“Now there is certainly no place, 
not even the church jtself, where it is 
more desirable that our religion 
should be present to the mind, than 
the cemetery, whieh must be regard- 
ed either as the end of all things,— 
the last, melancholy, hopeless resort 
of perishing humanity,—the sad and 
fearful portion of man, which is to in- 
volve body and soul alike in endless 
night; or, on the other hand, as a 
gateway to a glorious immortality,— 


the passage to a brighter world, whose 
splendors beam even upon the dark 
chambers of the tomb. It is from the 
very brink of the grave where rest in 
eternal sleep the mortal remains of 
those whom we have best loved, that 
Christianity speaks to us, in its most 
triumphant, soul-exalting words, of 
victory over death, and a life to come. 
Surely, then, all that man 
over the tomb should, in a measure, 
speak the same language. 
“The monuments of the

DEATH CHAIR FOR RIVET |

Cambridge, Mass., June 11.—Na- | 
poleon J. Rivet of Lowell, who was | 
convicted of murder in the first de- | 
gree, was sentenced by Judge Harris 
to death by electricity at the Charles- 
town state prison some time in the 
week beginning July 24, for the mur- 
der of Joseph J. Gailloux. Rivet 
smiled as he heard the sentence read 
to him in the courtroom. 

The crime for which Rivet was sen- 
tenced to die was committed at Low- 
ell.

Washington, June 11.—Representa. 
tive Francis B. Harrison of New

the floor. ° 

According to Harrison, who issued 
& statement concerning the White 
House affafr, the incident is now 
closed so far as he is concerned. At 
first Harrison and some of his col- 


leagues favored the plan of bringing 


the White House episode to the atten- 
tion of the house, if such a procedure 
were possible under the rules. After 
a careful perusal of the rules, how- 
ever, some of the Democratic parlia- 
mentarians of the house decided that 
such a course would be inconsistent. 

The principal reason for this is that 
although Harrison’s resolution of in- 
quiry concerning the Lawler mem- 
oranda in the Ballinger-Pinchot case 
is a matter of house record, the Har- 
rison interview, which also offended 
the president, is not. 

Inasmuch as Harrison did not make 
upon the floor of the house the state- 
ment in which he charged the presi- 
dent and the attorney general with at- 
tempting to mislead

The largest individual amounts 
covered in the bill are $1,030,601 for 
the naval establishmeut; $841,534 for 
the military estsablishment; $982,667 
for the postal service, and $683,650

FIFTEEN MINUTES 
OF GUNPOWDER 


Playground Association's Plan 
For New York's Fourth, 


A REAL CHILDREN'S DAY. 


' 

Parades and Athletic Cames Suggest- 
ed, With Only Quarter of an Hour 
Devoted to Noise—Would Have City 
Provide Fireworks at Night. 


There should be at least fifteen min 
utes of noise on the Fourth of July in 
New York city, in the opinion of the 
Playground Association of America, 
which bas drawn up a plan for the 
celebration of the national holiday 
along new lines. The association, of 
which Dr. Luther HI. Gulick is prest- 
dent, has mapped out a complete pro- 
gram, showing how New York muy 
spend the day celebrating without fire 
crackers, torpedoes, bombs, blank car 
tridges and other dangerous noise mak 
Ing devices. 

It should be a day of 
speechmaking and athletic 
cording to the association, with a quar 
ter hour interval at noon, when the 
whole city might make as much racket 
as it pleased. Promptly at 12, it is sug 
gested, the signal should be given by 
the firing of salutes from the big guns 
of the harbor fortifications. Then for 
fifteen precious minutes every small 
boy in the city might be free to fire off 
bis stock of Fourth of July explosives 

The association suggests also that “a 
striking spectacular feature might be 
furnished by each child releasing a toy 
balloon with a small American tlig at 
tached exactly on the stroke of 12, 
when the guns at the forts are fired.” 
The association also recommends that 
the day should be given over primarily 
to children, its chief features being a 
celebration in each of the forty-six 
school districts of the city. In New 
York city this should mean approxi- 
mately 15,000 children in each district 
celebration. 


Schoo! Parade Suggested. 
A parade of school boys and girls in

each district Is recommended as the 
best way to start the day. This would 
keep tbe children busy until noon 


Eacb borough, the association bejieves, 
should also have its own parade, in 
which the national guard, police and 
fire departments aud various civie and 
patriotic organizations might take 
part. The district parades could be 
timed so that as the borough parade 
passed through each school district the 
children could fall fn line and march 
witb the big parade to the next dis- 
trict, where they would give place to 
the next group of children, or if this Is 
not expedient the children could be 
lined up along the route of the bor- 
ough parade. 

This {s the way the afternoon and 
evening might be spent, according to 
the suggested program: 

“Following the parade and the dem 


onstration there would be opportuni- 
ty for lunch before the local celebra 
tions, which should take place at 2 


p.m, <A place for each district cele 
bration should be provided either by 
assigning a section in a publie park 
accessible to the district, by setting 
aside park playgrounds and by closing 
certain streets, particularly those on 
the water front of the lower part of 
Manhattan, and by allowing the use 
of recreation piers. 

“These local celebrations could well 
consist of athletic games, folk dances, 
Independence day addresses, patriotic 
music, recitations, tableaux, drills and 
flag salutes. This plan would make it 
possible for practically all the children 
to participate and would bring the cel- 
ebrations home to the children and 
their parents, 

“A display of fireworks should be | 
provided by the city in the evening 
This might well take place from fleats 
in the river and bay and from n® 
bridges between Manhattan and Brook 
lyn.” 


Suggest Series of Tableaux. 

Although the celebration would carry 
out the spirit of the Fourth of July, the 
association contends that all nationalj 
ties should be allowed to share In com 
memorating the establishment of lib 
erty and independence in their own 
land. Here are some of the subjects 
for tableaux the association suggests: 

“Signing of the Declaration of Inde 
pendence,” “Vhe Spirit of ‘7 “Sign 
ing the Treaty.” “The Surrender of 
Coruwiulifs.” ““Washington’s Farewell 
to His Otiicers?’ “Tbe Boston Tea Par- 
ty,” “William Tell and Gessler,” “The 
Pal! of the Bastilie," “The Victory of 
LGannockburn,” “Garibaldi and His Fo! 
lowers." 

General arrangements for such a 
celebration should be in the hands of 
a central committee appointed by the 
mayor, the association believes, and 
there should also be a subcommittee

in each borough and in each of the 
forty-six school districts. The asso- 
tlation suggests that each commit- 


tee might solicit contributions among 
the residents of its district. while gen- 
eral contributions might be solicited by 
the centas! committee to help pay for 
the fireworks display in the evening.

OW GAME SHOULD BE RUN. 


Arbitrator Should Keep Players Hus- 
tling (if He Can) and Get Close to 
Every Play—Umps Must Be Up to 
All Kinds of Schemes. 


No. VII. 

By SILK O'LOUGHLIN, American League 
Umpire.

Umpiring is a business, and it has 
been mine for fourteen years, during 
whicb time naturally I bave bad some 
queer e@periences. If I have attained 
apy success as an arbitrator It is be 
cause I have put my mind down to 
my work and given it just as much of 
my time and thought as have been 
given in other lines und professions, 

I believe that the umpire is every bit 
ns mueh of a feature at a ball game 
as are the ball tossers. More depends 
upon him, and be sbould realize this 
fuct when he steps upon the fleld, It 
has always been my idea to let the 
Fouble and the players know that the 
umpire is the real thing. He should 
create this impression when he walks 
on the field and impress it on every- 
body’s mind as the game progresses. 

1 have made a study to give the 
public all thar is coming to them from 
the umpire. The people in the seats 
are entitled to know what decisions I 
render, and I try to make this plain 
both by signals of the hands and 
arms and also by the pecullar manner 
of announcing strikes and balls. 

I draw out strikes as long as posst- 
ble, so that they can be easily dis- 
tinguished from the balls. I never say 
“two” because that is sometimes mis- 
understood, while “tuh” is never mis- 
taken for anything else. 

One of the most important things 
that I do Is to get as near to every 
play as possible. The umpire should 
move abont, and the players should 
do the same. ‘The umpire should put 
lots of action into his work, and the 
players will follow suit. There is 
nothing more tiresome than a draggy 
game of ball, and the umpire can make 
it draggy if he is so disposed. 1 al- 
ways make the players bustle, and I 
have never yet found a player who 
did not want to get through a game 
as quickly as possible. 

Umpires sometimes make trouble for 
themselves by allowing the game to 
get out of his hands. The umpire 
should always hold the players in 
check, and they would never have 
uny trouble with the ball tossers, I 
sturted to umpire when I was but 
twenty years old, and I have been at 
it ever since, Umpiring is not always 
pleasant, but I like my work. 

In order to be a successful arbitrator 
one must possess a cool head and bea 
good judge of the players, for the ma- 
jority of them are up to all kinds of 
tricks. For instance, here is a scheme 
that Frank Isbell of the Chicago 
White Sox tried to work on me some 
years ago. Isbell wanted to get out of 
the gumne. It was bitter cold, and he 
did not feel like playing, But he did 
not feel like going to the manager of 
the team and saying that he didn’t 
want to play. So he hit upon the 
scheme of being put out of the game. 

In one of the early innings he tried 
to steal second, and 1 declared him 
out. “I wasn’t out, and anybody who 
says I was out doesn’t know what he is 
talking about,” said Frank. He was 
hoping that I wou!d put him out of 
the game, but I was on to hls trick. 
The next time he got on first he start- 
ed for second again. Once more I had 
to call him out. “I’m not out!” bowled 
Isbell. “Nobody but a crooked umpire 
would call me out.” The third time 
up he singled and once more started 
to steal second. This time he was out 
by two feet. “IL wasn't out!” he yelled 
and handed out a line of talk that was 
calculated to get him put out of the 
game. As the day was cold and raw 
he would rather be sitting on the bench 
in the clubhouse than on the bench of 
the playing field.” Frank saw that I 
was on to his game and for the rest 
of the game remained very quiet,

How Cecil Rhodes’ Dream of 
Empire Was Realized. 


GREAT NEW ERA OPENED UP. 


Whole United Country Expected to Be 
a Wonderfully Strong Amalgamation. 
Business of Its Provinces Will Be 
Immense—Administrative Offices of 
the Government In Power. ; 


Cecil Rhodes lies buried these eight 
years on one of the Matopo hills that 
he loved and left a fund to preserve 
and beautify, and yet so clear was his 
Vision of the future that in bis will 
he left his estate and house, De Groote 
Schuur, “for a residence for the prime 
minister of the federal government of 
the States of South Africa when con- 
stituted.” he Union of South Africa 
has now been formed, and where 
Rhodes foresaw an inevitable federa- 
tion a closer tie has bound the erst- 
while colonies of the ransvaal, Na- 
tal, Orange Free State and Cape Colo- 
ny, reducing them to provinces and 
raising them, welded as one, to a state 
of higb dominion. 

The fourth South African customs 
and railways conference met at Pre- 
toria on May 4, 1908, for the purpose 
of drawing up a uew customs agree- 
ment and settling some intercolonial 
disputes over railway rates, but the 
delegates turned at once to the far 
greater issue which lay behind these 
and on May 5 passed the reselution to 
form a draft constitution. 

This national body met at Durban 
on Oct. 12, 1908, and the delegates in- 
eluded such men as Generals Botha, 
Smuts, Hertzog and De Wet and Dr. 
Jameson, Dr. Smartt and J. W. Sauer. 


Constitution Carefully Revised. 

In a secret session they agreed to 
unite, und the convention was ad- 
journed Nov. 5 to reconvene at Cape 
Town on the 23d of November. There 
this closer union convention in Teb- 
ruary brought its deliberations to a 
close, having successfully elaborated 
a draft constitution, which was sub- 
mitted iu March to the parliaments of 
the different colonies sitting simul- 
taneously. 

The chief difficulty was in reconcil- 
ing the interests of the coastal and 
inJand states, but finally the thing was 
settled to the satisfaction of each sep- 
arate parliament, and July 1, 1509, 
saw nineteen delegates, including the 
four prime ministers, from the col- 
onies in London to watch the passage 
of the bill through the imperial par- 
Hament. 

Only minor charges were made fn it, 
upd it received the royal assent on 
Nov. 20. It provided that a royal 
proclamation might be made within 
a year of the passing of the act to the 
effect that the four colonies should be 
united in ove government uuder the 
npume of the Union of South Africa, 
and provision was wade for other ter- 
ritories joiniug the union later. 

Tbe administrative offices were to 
be a governor geueral appointed by 
the king at a salary of $50.000 a year 
and an executive council, which would 
be a enbinet of advisers; the legislative 


branch, a senate composed of eight 
members from each province and 


eight appointed by the governor, and 
a bouse of assembly with fifty-one 
members from Cape Colony, thirty- 
six from the Transvaal, seventeen 
from Natal and seventeen from the 
Orange Free State. 

Great Business Outlook. 

The membership in both houses is 
limited to persons of European descent. 

The uew union will have an area of 
almost 500,000 square miles, taking in 
the southern end of Africa and extend- 
ing from the Atlantic to the Indian 
ocean. It will have a population of 
about 5,500,000, one-fifth of whom are 
whites, 

The combined business of its prov- 
inces will be immense. In 1907 the 
imports of Cape Colony amounted to 
over $246,000,000 and the exports to 
over $222,000,000. Natal in 1907 bad 
imports amounting to $33,000,000 and 
exports to $48,000,000. The Orange 
Free State in the same year figured its 
imports and exports both in the velgh- 
borhood of $18,000,000. 

The Transvaal, founded in 1831 by 
Boers from Cape Colony, values its 
imports at over $78,000,000 and {ts ex- 
ports at more than $156,000,000,

Almost Entire Eastern Slope of Rockies 
Now Conserved. 

The entire eastern slope of the Rocky 
mountains from the international 
boundary uorthward to just above the 
fifty-fourth parallel is now reserved by 
the Cunadiau government. It will be 
idministered with a view to the proper 
utilization and reproduction of the for- 
vst, the protection of the water supply 
of the prairie provinces and other re 
lated objects. 

The area of the district is about 14,- 
900 square miles, of which 4,850 square 
miles bave just been put under reserve 
for the first Ume.

This new associa- 
tion will undertake to explain the 
short ballot principle to the American 
people, and Mr. Wilson has already 
made several notable speeches on the 
subject. 

“In the little borough of Princeton, 
where I live," says Mr. Wilson, “I 
vote a ticket of some thirty names, I 
suppose. I never counted them, but 
here must be quite that number. 
Now, I am a slightly busy person, and 
[ have never known anything about 
half the men I was yoting for on the 
tickets that I voted. I attend diligent- 
ly, so far as I have light, to my po- 
litical duties in the borough of Prince- 
ton, and yet I have no personal knowl- 
edge of one-half of the persons 1‘am 
voting for.

Definition of the Short Ballot. 

The short ballot principle bas been 
defined in the platform of The Short 
Ballot Organization as follows: 

“The dangerously great power of 
politicians in our country is not due to 
any peculiar civic indifference of the 
people, but rests on the fact that we 
ire living under a form of democracy 
that is so unworkable as to constitute 
in practice a pseudo democracy. It is 
unworkable because 

“First.—It submits to popular elec- 
tion offices wich are too unimportant 
to attract (or deserve) public attention; 
aud, 

“Second.—It submits to popular elec- 
tion so many oflices at one time that 
many of them are inevitably crowded 
out from proper public attention. 

“Many officials, therefore, are elect- 
ed without adequate public scrutiny 
end owe their selection not to the peo- 
ple, but to the makers of the party 
ticket, who thus acquire an influence 
that is capable of great abuse. 

“The short ballot principle is: 

“First.—That only those offices should 
be elective which are important 
enough to attract (and deserve) public 
examination. 

“Second. — That very few offices 
should be fided by election at one 
time, so as to permit adequate and 
unconfused public examination of the 
candidates for every elective office. 

“Obedience to these fundamental 
principles explains the comparative 
success of democratic government in 


the cities of Great Britain and other | 


foreign democracies, as well as in Gal- 
veston, Des Moines and other Amer- 
ican cities that are governed by ‘com- 
missions.’ 

“The application of these principles 
should be extended to all cities, coun- 
ties and states.” ; ek Apa

MONTREAL FIRE 


Flames Follow Crash Through 
Newspaper Building 


WATER TANK IS RESPONSIBLE 


its Supports Give Way and It Goes 
Through Centre of Structure, Caus- 


ing Fire as Coals From Stereotyping 
Furnaces Pass From Floor to Floor 
—First Notice of Impending Disaster 
Passes Almost Unnoticed 


Montreal, June 14.—Between twen- 


ty and thirty people lost their lives 


| when the supports of the sprinkler 


system tank on the roof of The Herald 
building gave way and the great mass 
of metal and water, weighing thirty- 
five tons, went crashing downward 
to the basement. 

Fire broke out immediately, and 
many of those wounded or pinned 
down by the wreckage were burned to 
death. The firemen displayed great 
heroism in rescuing scores of } 
from perilous positions in the jags: 
and tottering walls. 

All of those who escaped agree that 
the first warning of the impending 
disaster passed almost unnoticed 
There was a slight creaking; then a 
litle more, somewhat more pro 
nounced, but it was not until the cecil

| ing plaster began to fall that a rush 


for the stairway began. WDefore any- 
one reached it there ceecurred a final 
deafening crash and then chaos. 


Many survivors described their fall. 


ing one and two floors before the aw- 
ful crash died away, and they found 
themselves able to craw! through the 
dense dust to a place of safety. The 
majority sought safety by rushing to 
the front of the building facing on Vic 
toria square. 

Fortunately all the floors held for 
about thirty feet back from the front 
wall, and to this is due the fact that 
the death list does not run into the 
hundreds, for there were nearly 300 
people in the building at the time. 

Kvery member of the editorial staff 
escaped unharmed, their quarters be 
ing in the front of the building. 

The fire started from the 
typing department, 
furnaces evidently being distributed on 
the different floors through which the 
pots passed on their way to the base 
ment. Later it broke out in the front 
of the building, presumably from the 
ignition of the gas supply of the lino 
type machines, which went through 
the floors. 

The cause of the disaster was the 
breaking of the supports of the tank 
f the sprinkle: This tank 
was situated about the centre of the 
building and a little to the rear. The 
building has a frontage of about sixty 
feet and was an old structure, re- 
modelled for the purposes of the 
newspaper and its job department. 

A heavy stone wall ran through the 
centre from front to rear. From this 
dividing wall to the sidewalk steel 
girders had been planted, and upon 
these the tank rested. As the tank 
Was found on the other side of the 
wall from that on which it was placed, 
the supposition is that this centre wall 
wave way.

READ LEDGER ADYS, 


STOPPED THE DUEL. 
But Not Until Maynard Was Nearly 
Dead From Terror. 

Regnier, the French-satirist of the 
reign of Louis XIII, forced a quarrel 
upou the poet Maynard, who was al- 
most Quakerish in his love of peace. 
Maynard could not well avoid the ap- 
pearance of taking up the quarrel, but 
immediately after the preliminaries 
sought out his patron, Comte de Cler- 
mont-Lodeve, and begged him to “sur- 
prise” the party at the dueling ground 
und break up the affair. The count 
promised, and Maynard went away 
with a lighter heart. But his patron, 
wanting some amusement, hastened to 
the field and concealed himself in the 
shrubbery before the party arrived. 
Maynard went through the first stages 
of preparation very well, but grew 
more and more nervous as time passed 
and the count did not appear. Then 
he began to play for delay. First ho 
was sure that his sword was shorter 
than bis adversury’s, necessitating a 
slow and technical measurement. Next 
bis boots hurt him, and he had a long, 
hard struggle to get them off bis feet, 
At last. after the cold perspiration had 
begun to drip from his brow and he 
was more dead than alive, his pro- 
tector emerged suddenly from the 
bushes and interfered. A peace was 
soon patebed up, Maynard declaring 
that if he bad said anything disagree- 
able about Regnier he had not intend- 
ed to do so and Regnier accepting this 
as balm for his wounded feellugs. As 
Mayuard threw down his sword at the 
close of the parley and reached for his 
hat he was heard to murmur, “Anoth- 
er time I shall trust to my own wits 
to pull me out of a scrape, for if I had 
depended on the count I might have 
been made into mincemeat a half hour 
ago!”"—New York Post. 


COUNTING A SCORE. 


It Represents the Whole Man, Ten Fin- 
gere and Ten Toes. 

Twenty is called a score because it 
represents the whole man, ten fingers 
and ten toes. Etymologically it means 
a cut or mark. In very early times, 
when men could not count beyond 
twenty, or “one man,” it was usual 
to cut a notch in a stick and begin 
again, and so it went on, one man, two 
This is why sheep 
are still counted by the score. Now, 
a tally (French taille, eut or nicked) 
means an account kept by means of a 
notched stick, and until the end of the 
eighteenth century such sticks were 
given as exchequer receipts, accom- 
anied by a written document. ‘This 
as also the usual way of keeping ac- 
counts in the inns of the middle ages 
The number of drinks or meals a cus- 
tomer hud were scored against him on 
What was called a tally stick, and 
when it reached twenty, or a “whole 
man,” he was expected to pay. [n 
some English country inns scores are 
still kept on a slate, four chalk marks 
and one across—tive—and four of these 
make twenty, or a score.—Westminster 
Gazette.

Modern Gold Mining. 

Up until about isso only placer or 
surface go'd was mined—that is, free 
gold, deposited in the beds of streams 
in snuds and ip the crevices of rocks 
Placer’ mining, mainly in new and re- 
mote regions, still furnishes a mterial 
though not a large percentage of the 
world’s output. Formerly the alluvial 
gold was separated from the sands 
and gravels containing it by washing 
then iu pans, cradles, rockers and 
Bluices. In 1852 the hydranlic method 
wus first employed in California. Oy 
this means a “giaut™ stream of water 
turued against the side of a mount:in 
washes everything before It. The gold 
settles to the bottom ef the tunnel! or 
sluice through which the gravel, sand 
and water flow. In 1889 dredges er 
excayators were first used in Austra- 
lia.

fries. He can reach the prime condi- 
tion notch in three weeks. 

If he started sooner he might find 
himself stale. He knows what's good 
for him and doesn’t hdve to monkey 
around to tind out how long he should 
train or what kind of work suits him. 
Johnson has bis mind set on being at 
concert pitch by July 1 and then be 
able to hold himself in trim from then 
until he faces Jeffries in the ring. 

When Johnson arrived at the train- 
ing camp he tipped the scales at 226 
pounds. After a few twelve mile runs 
on the road he weighed 210. In talk- | 
ing about his weight recently John- 
son said: 

“It never worries me how much or 
how little I weigh. My training is-all 
based on bow I feel and perform. If 
I could hit us hard, be as fast and feel 
as well I wonld not care whether I 
weighed a ton or 150 pounds. But 
common sense tells me that 198 or 
200 pounds is enough for me to weigh 
and be at my best. I do not expect to 
weigh an ounce more than 198 when I 
meet Mr. Jeffries. It is not necessary 
for me to tip over buildings or wrestle 
with bears. All I need is some out- 
door work, a little boxing to retain 
Speed, and I will be there without an 
excuse prepared.” 

Manager Little has taken every pre- 
caution to safeguard Johnson against 
any tampering with his food. The ne- 
gro has a special cook and waiter, and 
every care is being taken to see that 
raw as well as cooked food is free 
from anything that will harm the 
heavy weight. 

So that the new cook may not find 
the time hanging heavy on her hands 
Little has had special chicken yards in- 
Stalled at Seal Rock House and is also 
pigeonholing the roof cots so as to in- 
crease the squab outfit. 

“Jeffries may be able to outbox this 
fellow, but Jack can give him cards 
and spades eating chickens,” said Man- 
ager Little recently. “He only gets 
away with six squabs at a meal.”

fosten, June 15.—John Newman, 
14 years old, whose alleged suicide 
‘has resulted in a legislative investi- 
gation of the Lyman gchoo! for boys, 
was alone responsible for his death, 
and nobody else contributed in any 
Way to it, according to a report filed 
at Worcester by Judge Fowler of the 
Westboro court. Fowler was given 
charge of the inquests following the 
death of Newman on June 7. 

The parents of the boy claimed that 
he died of corporal punishment in- 
flicted by officials of the school. Be- 
cause of these charges the legislature 
instituted the investigation now in 
progress. 

The special legislative committee 
will probably ask for more time and 
for authority to report to the gov- 
ernor and council. It is felt, on one 
hand, that prorogation should not be 
delayed because of this Investigation, 
and, on the other, that, having once 
started on an investigation, this in- 
quiry should be pushed to the bet- 
tom. 

William C. Morton, master at the 
Lyman school from 1902, testified 
Tuesday. He described the escape 
of Newman on June 6, the search that 
was made for him and the fact that 
{he and two other officers found the 
boy at night at a street railway trans- 
ter station. On the car going back to 
the schoo! Morton asked Newman why 


he ran away. His answers were 
senseless and unsatisfactory, said 
Morton: 


When they arrived at the school he 
put Newman in the Lyman hall lodge, 
taking the key from the watchman at 
the administration bullding, with the 
understanding that he would call for 
it later. The cot in the lodge had 
sheets. He had Newman disrobe and 
get into bed; then bade him good 
night. That was the last time he saw 
him alive. 

Morton said that he saw Newman's 
body on June 7. It was back to, with 
neck, fastened tc 
The feet were 


a sheet about the 
the top of the door. 
iragging on the ground, but the knees 
did not touch. The right side of the 
face was resting on the grating. He 
did not examine the body closely. 

How boys are whipped with birches, 
beaten with heavy rubber’ hose, 
punched in the face, kicked, cuffed, 
made to go without food at the Lyman 
school was told by former inmates. 
Levy declared: “I was 
punched and made to sit 
against a post for an hour at a time. 
If 1 tried to get to my feet they were 
kicked from under me and I fell to 
the floor. 

“At one time I was forced to g0 
without my meals just because I whis- 
Once in the playfield when I 
talked too loudly an officer knocked 
me down and kicked me. At another 
time I was put in a little room and 
handcuffed to an iron bar for seven 
hours. I was given no meals. 

“We were whipped with a piece of 
garden hose about two feet long and 
an inch in diameter and the lowest 
number of blows received was twenty. 
On one oceasion I saw a boy come in 
who had been whipped and the blood 
had dried on his back where he had 
been cut by the hose. I have seen 
boys punished by having their cars 
pulled. I have seen a man punch boys 
at least a dozen times a day.” 

“I had every puuishment that was 
given to boys at that 
Henry Silver. “I was whipped every 
other day for a week one time. They 
always beat me on my bare skin. I 
was beaten so bard once that when I 
rubbed soap over my bruises to wash 
them it felt Ike I was using a scrub- 
bing board.”

Language of Switzerland. 

It is a curious fact that the people 
most celebrated for love of couptry 
should ip a manner be without a lan- 
guage—that is, a mother tongue.

About 
three-fourths of the population of the 
mountain confederation Ger- 
mun, while the remainder divide four 
other languages among them, chiefly 
French and Italian, these languages 
being found, as a rule, ip districts in 
close proximity to the countries where- 
in those langunges azre the principal 
tongue. Ip Switzerland documents and 
notices are printed in both the Frencb 
and German languages. In the nation- 
al assembly members deliver their 
speeches ip either French or German, 
for pearly all members understand 
both tongues. The decrees and procla- 
matious of the president are translated 
by an official interpreter and furnished 
to the press in both languages.—New 
York Press.

TYRUS COBB’S DEBUT. 


“Duckey” Holmes Tells of Famous 
Player’s First Big Game. 

William (“Duckey”) Holmes, manager | 
of the Toledo team in the Eastern 
league, is one of the veterans of the 
game who bas been in the limelight 
for the last decade. and a half.

BURIED TREASURE GUOD “AD” 


London Nearly Torn Apart Seeking 
Sir George Newnes’ Gold. 

The recent death of Sir George 
Newnes, proprietor of the Westminster 
Gazette, founder of the company own- 
ing Tit-Bits and the Strand Magazine 
and donor of the international chess 
trophy bearing his name, will recall to 
many the “buried treasure” method by 
which he advertised his publications 
in London a few years ago. 

It was announced that a tube con 
taining 500 sovereigns bad been buried 
in some secret place, the clew to which 
was contained in a story published ip 
the Strand. The resulting excitement 
ean be imagined. All England was 
turned upside down. Then came the 
announcement that another deposit of 
ten lots of £100 each had been made. 

Something in the story seemed to 
point to Trafalgar square as the place 
where the treasure was buried, and 
the police had fo be called out to stop 
the eager treasure hunters. T[ouses 
were pulled down, shops invaded by 
persons who insisted that they be al- 
lowed to burrow under the floors, and 
traffic was beld up while the gold crazy

a stop to the plan, but the Newnes 
publications had already gained a tre- 
mendous amount of free advertising.

The Hat Straw Crop. 

The greater part of the straw em- 
ployed for making summer hats comes 
To obtain a suitable straw 
for this purpose the wheat is sown us 
as possible in order that the 
growth of the plant may be Impover- 
ished as well as to produce a thin 
stalk. The Italian wheat blooms at the 
beginning of June and is pulled up by 
hand by the rvots when the grain is 
balf developed. Should it be allowed 
to remain in the ground a longer time 
the straw would become too brittle for 
the purpose for which it is grown. 
Uprooted straws to the number of 
about five dozen, the size of the com- 
pass of the two hands, are firmly tied 
together in little sheaves and stowed 
away In barns. After that the straw is 
again spread out fo catch the heavy 
summer dews and to bleach-in the sun. 
When the product has been sufficiently 
bleached it is put into small bundles 
and classified. The last step is to cut 
it close above the first joint from the 
top. when it is again tied up in small 
bundles containing about sixty stalks 
each und is then ready for the market.

Says He Tried to Surrender to Two 
Militiamen and Had Called to Pur- 
suers During Man Hunt—Killing of 
Sheriff Was Not Ac- 
cording to His Story—Does Not Ap- 
pear to Take Arrest Seriously

Morroe Bridge, Mass., June 16°— 
Declaring that he had been trying to 
surrender since Tuesday afternoon, 
Silas N. Phelps, slayer of Deputy 
Sheriff Emmett F. Haskins of Charle- 
mont, is locked up in the Franklin 
county jail. 

His capture yesterday afternoon 
near the Plumb place closed the man 
hunt on the Monroe mountain that be- 
gan Sunday. 

Phelps says that he scared 
militiamen by coming upon them sud- 
denly recently. Before he could offer 
himself for capture they took to their 
heels. Frequently during the hunt 
for bim he had called to his pursuers, 
but they paid no attention to him. 

Phelps’ capture was due to the 
bravery of Dennis F. Shea, a fish and 
game warden employed by the state. 
As a reward for his nerve, Shea will 
get the $500 offered for the capture 
of Phelps by the selectmen_ of 
Charlemont. 

Charles Thompson accompanied 
Shea into the thicket where Phelps 
was lving in hiding, and stood ready 
to shoot Phelps if Shea could not sub- 
due him.

Phelps had lost his nerve, and 
through unexplainable foolhardiness 
caused his own arrest. After four 


days and three nights in the woods, 
without food and water and aware of 
the armed men_ surrounding him, 
Phelps gave thirst and hunger as his 
reason for surrendering. 

Phelps took his arrest as a boy 
would who had Veen caught playing | 
truant from school, and began joking 
his captors on the way he had out- 
witted them. The only time he showed 
any feeling was when, after he had 
been fed and given water, he asked 
to see his family. 

His request was granted, and those 
who saw the parting between the man 
and his faithful wife and children shed 
tears. 

As he was being led out of the 
thicket Phelps said that he had no in- 
tention of killing Sheriff Haskins when 
he shot at him Saturday night. He 
said he would not have done it for a 
thousand dollars, if Haskins had not 
pulled a gun on him. 

Later he said his finger was on the 
hair trigger of his shotgun and, when 
he dodged to escape the bullet he ex- 
pected from Haskins’ revolver, his 
own gun went off and he saw Haskins 
fall. 

It was about 11:30 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning when 15-year-old Louis 
Tower ran into Camp Ballou and told 
of having seen “Si” Phelps near the 
potato patch on the Plumb place.

GIFT OF $60.000 TG 
WIDOW OF MINISTER 


Substantial Token of Esteem 
From Church Parishioners 


New York, June 16.—Sixty thou- 
sand dollars in cash has been present- 
ed to Mrs. William R. Richards, the 
widow of Rev. Dr. William R. Rich- 
ards, pustor of the Brick Presbyterian 
church, by the parishioners as a token 
of the esteem in which they held him. 

Dr. Richards died suddenly after a 
pastorage in the Prick Presbyterian 
church that had been with 
good results.

National bank here, necessitating 
smashing of the steel door after 
thirty-six hours of labor by safe ex- 
perts from New York and Philadel- 
phia, was followed by the discovery 
that $18,000 in cash had been stolen 
from within. 

Immediately after the discovery ot 
the theft Frederick H. Lee, the cag¢h- 
ier, secured a warrant for the arrest 
of Clifford S. Heller, 30 years old, 
the assistant cashier, who is missing, 
on the charge of embezzlement. The 
Philadelphia and New York police 
have been asked to search for him. 

John H. Dobbins, the receiving 
teller at the bank, placed all the cash 
in the proper boxes at night, had 
carefully locked the inner drawers 
and, after setting the eight day time 
clock for 9 .o’clock in the morning, he 
swung the heavy door shut and twist- 
ed the combination knob. As is cus- 
tomary, Lee steod by and watched 
Dobbins lock up the valuables. 

Lee and Dobbins appeared at the 
bank in the morning and on entering 
compared their watches with the time 
clock on the front of the giant steel 
and iron safe. Their watches dis- 
agreed by several minutes with the 
safe clock. 

Somewhat apprehensive, Dobbins 
entered the inner cage and started to 
manipulate the safe combination. 
Missing the count on the first try, he 
believed his mistake was due to his 
excitement. The second effort, how- 
ever, was equally unsuccessful, and 
when Lee tried to unlock the box ot 
iron he too failed. By this time sev- 
eral clerks and Donald Riley, secre- 
tary, arrived at the building. 

When 9 o'clock passed and nothing 
was noticed as an action from the time 
lock Lee telephoned to Philadelphia, 
seventeen miles distant, and asked 
that the safe company from which the 
safe was purchased a short time aga 
send experts to aid in opening the 
door. 

After working all day and night the 
door of the safe had been perforated 
with drill holes, none of which had 
penetrated more than three and a halt 
inches. Then huge wrenching jacks 
were applied. 

A half score of eager and tired men 
stood in the tool strewn cage of the 
bank at 7 o'clock at night when the 
blow of a heavy hammer sent a drill 
erashing through the door of the safe. 
Ten minutes later the door was torn 
from its place. 

Lee was the first to spring forward, 
pulling out the drawers in his haste 
to discover that some one had been 
at the safe after it had been locked 
up. The cash drawer showed that 
$18,000 in money had been taken. 

The bank holds Heller's bond for 
$15,000. 


BIG CONSPIRACY TO ROB 


Several Junk Men and Small Hard- 
ware Dealers Are Implicated 


Boston, June 16.—Nine men were 
arrested on secret indictments charg- 
ing them with conspiracy to steal and 
to receive stolen goods, valued at 
$4657.50, from the Walworth Manu- 
facturing company. The men were all 
taken before the superior court, 
where they pleaded not guilty and 
were held in various amounts of bail. 

It is claimed that there was an 
agreement among several employes ot 
the firm and junk and hardware deal- 
ers. The employes saw that the 
goods went to the junk dealers, it is 
said, and the latter disposed of them 
to sevéral small hardware dealers. 

It was one of the biggest ¢onspira- 
cies to pilfer a large manufacturing 
concern, the police claim, that has 
come to their attention in recent 
years. More arrests are expected. 


Death of Envelope Inventor 

Worcester, Mass., June 16.—D. W. 
Swift, one of the founders and direct- 
ors of the United States Envelope 
company, died of paralysis at his home 
here. He wasthe inventor of ma- 
chinery which folds and gums envel- 
opes. He was born in West Falmouth 
70 years ago.

Baldwin, the aviator, fell seventy-five 
feet, while practising with his aero- 
plane at Mineola, L. I. The machine 
was badly damaged, but the aviator 
escaped injury.

PARR'S REWARD 
DECIDED UPON’ 


Taft and MacVeagh Think He 
Is Entitled to $100,000 


DISCOVERY OF SEGRET SPRING 


It Helped Government Recover More 
Than $2,000,000 In Sugar Under- 
weighing Frauds—Deputy Must Wait 
For His Money, as There Is Not 

» Cash Enough In Fund From Which 
It Is to Be Drawn 


Washington, June 18.—Richard 
Parr, the custgms deputy at New 
York, who materially assisted the 
government in recovering more than 
$2,000,000 in the sugar underweighing 
frauds, is to be givan a reward of 
$100,000. 

The decision to reward Parr in the 
amount named was reached at a con- 
ference held between President Taft 
and Secretary MacVeagh. 

There is not money enough avail- 
able in the moiety fund in the treas- 
ury from which rewards are paid to 
cover the amount agreed on, so that, 
unless other arrangements are made, 
an appeal to congress will have to be 
made for the necessary appropriation. 
That, MacVeagh indicated, would not 
be done at this session of congress. 

Parr discovered the secret spring 
on the dock of the American Sugar 
Refining company by. which the un- 
derweighing was carried on. ‘The 
final discoveries of fraud were made in 
1907, since when the government has 
been engaged in collecting the duties 
out of which it had been defrauded. 

There were two other claimants 
with Parr for reward. They were Ed- 
win I, Anderson and Charles M. 
Dally. MacVeagh submitted to At- 
torney General Wickersham the ques- 
tion whether he was authorized to re- 
ward the three men, but the attorney 
general held that only Parr was en- 
titled to any compensation from the 
moiety fund. 

It was his opinion that the leader- 
ship was in Pi The initiative 
rested with him and the initiative and 
action were meanwhile associated with 
him. The success of the suits to re- 
cover money he attributed largely to 
Parr’s work. There is also no doubt, 
he declared, that Parr was offered 
large amounts of money and that he 
was dogged by detectives.

Number of Republican Delegates to 
State Convention In Several Count- 
ies, There Belng 238 Less 


Boston, June 20.—Both the Demo- 
cratic and the Republican parties are | 
preparing to wage an energetic cam- 
paign for control of the legislature | 
next winter. Both have begun opera- 
tions, the Republicans having pre- | 
pared their auxillary committees and |

congressmen during the next ten | 
years. 

There will be 1578 delegates in the 
Republican state convention next Sep- | 
tember, but 238 less than a year ago, 
when there were 1816, comprising the 
largest political convention ever held 
in Massachusetts. 

The apportionment, which was made 
public at state headquarters, is on the 
basis of one delegate to each 75 votes 
cast for governor last November, and | 
every county In the state, with the ex-| 
ception of Dukes and Nantucket, has 
suffered a cut in its representation. | 
The former county stands pat with 
eight delegates and the latter with 
three. 

The largest loss sustained by any 
county is in Middlesex, where the roll 
will be 46 smaller than in last year’s 
convention. Suffolk comes next with 
a loss of 37, while Essex is trafling 
close with a loss of 36, and Worces- 
ter is not far behing with’a cut of 30. 
Barnstable comes closer to maintain- 
ing its standing than any of the other 
mainland counties, it losing but 1 
delegate, while Hampshire loses only 
2 and Franklin 9. Berkshire loses 18 
delegates, Bristol 19, Hampden 21, 
Norfolk 15 and Plymouth 14. 

Middlesex, as usual, still maintains 
first place in the apportionment, it 
being entitled to 355 delegates, with 
Suffolk second on an apportionment!

One hundred years ago a young cou- 
| ple left Virginia, crossed the Allegheny 
mountains and settled in Henderson | 
county, Ky.

proceeded to make a living by the cul- | 
tivation of the soil and hunting. Cbil- 
dren were born to them, and other | 
families settled about them. As more 
room was needed their eabin was ex- 
tended, and within a few years the lo- | 
cation assumed the semblance of civ- 
flization. 

Aborn brought with him to Ken- 
tucky a few slaves and bought others | 
from time to time, for we must re- | 
member that in those days the only | 
hands a farmer could obtain were bis 
own hegroes. The community lived | 
on game, of which there was abun- 
dance near at band; the grain they 
raised and nuts and berries, which | 
grew plentifully on tree and bush. 
Each family was a unit bound togetb- 
er by the strongest ties. 

But after a time the game was not 
so plentiful about the settlements on 
the river bank, and the hunters were 
obliged to go farther inland to provide | 
meat for their families. Then it was 
that Mrs. Aborn’s troubles commenced.

Besides the Indian, 
there was the wolf, and there were

Whether this was due to a 
presentiment that evil might happen 
to him or that he must now go farther 
and remain longer than ever before, | 
the fact remains that he and his fam- 
ily were loath to part. Finally, tearing 
himself away from them, he sprang 
into the wilderness with his friend. 

When it came time for the husband 
and father’s return his wife and chil- 
dren watched for him eagerly. He 
had usually been away two weeks, but 
on this trip he purposed to be gone 
three. This was because with the set- 
_ ting of the country he was obliged to 
go farther from home. He had set | 
out on a Monday and had promised to 
be back on Saturday, two days before 
the third Monday following. All that 
‘day his wife and children watched for | 
him, but he did not come. The next 
and the next day they felt sure would 
bring him, but he disappointed them.

To a certain extent I do agree witb 
the baseMAll experts that batting has 
taken a scientific aspect. Still, there is 
a great amount of luck attached to it 
In my case particularly I will say that 
I have in my career in the big league 
experienced my share of luck with my 
hitting. I don’t mean to say that the 
majority of my hits have been lucky 
ones, but a great number of them were. 

In order to be an expert batsman it 


fs necessary for the player to be pos- | 


sessed of extraordinary perception, or, 
better, to be quick of thought, fast as 
a sprinter and, abdve all, own a stout 
pair of shoulders and arms. I went 
into the American league in perfect 
condition. 1 worked at manual labor 
several years before adopting the gaine 
as a profession, and as a result my 
arms, legs and shoulders were hard- 
ened and fit to go the route. 

I have not changed my position 
the first time a bat was handed to 
me, soine twenty years ago. I wus 
ealled awkward by my side partners, 
but despite this supposed handicap I 
developed into a hard hitter. I was 
never much of an outfielder. In fact, 
I aspired to be a pitcher or a third 
baseman, but the boys wanted me to 
play the outfield because of my abil- 
ity to smash out drives at the right 
moment, 

When I went to the Milwaukee club 
Some years ago the experts there criti- 
cised my position at the plate very 
harshly. But nevertheless I led the 
American association that season with 
an average that has never been ex- 
celled. When Jimmy Collins, then 
manager of the Boston champions, 
signed me the know-it-alls opposed me. 
Manager Collins was informed that 1 
would never make good in the Ameri- 
can league, and they told him that I 
Was the poorest outfielder in the coun- 
try. I admitted this end of it, but 
was sure that I would prove my ability 
as a batsman. I was given little 
chance to show ft. 

Shortly after, when I visited Boston 
as a member of the St. Louis Browns, 
1 sh&eed these know-it-alls that I 
could wallop the sphere. I was lucky 
enough to maintain a batting average 
of 460 in every game in which I took 
part. 

In order to be a successful batter you 
must study and watch every move the 
twirler makes. From the time he 


| braces himself up to the arrival of 


the ball in front of you you mustn't 
move your eye off Mr. Pitcher and the 
ball. You must watch the ball as acat 
does a mouse. The minute you lose 
track of its course you are lost. 

Twirlers have various ways of deliv- 
ering the ball. Some make a lot of 
unnecessary motions in order to catch 
you off your guard. Others cut out the 
swing and hurl the ball over when 
Then the 
catcher is always trying to draw you 
into conversation in order to detract 
your attention from the pitcher so 
that you will lose sight of the ball. 
Keep your ears and eyes wide open. 
Pay no heed to the man behind you or 
the pitcher before you. This pair are 
trying to outfigure you. Remember 
these things well. If you never lose 
sight of the hall you will be able to hit 
it. Of course you may not be as suc- 
cessful as some, but you will succeed. 
I crouch, as the critics say, like Jim 
Jeffries does when he delivers a blow. 
By this I mean 1 bring my shoulders 
down on a line with the ball, and as 
a result when I swing the full force 
of my shoulders, arms and body Is 
behind the biow stick. The boys say 
I drive a hard, bounding infield hit. 
My shoulder motion, coupled with a 
very sharp twist of my wrists, does 
this. I practiced this method several 
years ago upon the lots in Iowa and 
found it was the best system of them 
all. I am called a fast runner, but I 
gain most from breaking fast from the 
plate. One-tenth of a second gained 
after hitting the ball wins many a 
safety for me.

During all his years on the track

prizes. He is at his best from one to 
three miles, but can also cover long 
distances in fast time.

We be- 
lieve these models are yet to be seen 
in the basement room of the Boston 
Athenaeum. Mr. Willard was called 
upon to design and execute work foy 
all the principal buildings in the 
early part of the present century, in 
connection with which, he taught at 
his studio, lessons in architure; he 
was also one of the original projec- 
tors of the Merchants Institution of 
Boston in 1826. In 1825, he became 
a member of the Charitable Mechanic 
Association. 

After laying aside the foreplane 
and broad axe and entering upon the 


higher branches of mechanical art, 


| architecture, sculpture and modelling 


the idea occurred to him that one 
important matter connected with his 
profession had been neglected. That 
was the inadequate and unsatisfac- 
tory system that had been adopted 
for heating large public buildings, 
and making the better class of dwell- 
comfortable in the 
extreme weather of our winters; 
upon this idea he went to work and 
made a model for the construction of 
an apparatus for producing artificial 
heat, and ventilating the 
apartments of the building.

Sculpture and Sculptors,” states as 
follows:—"It is well known that 
Horatio Greenough furnished the de- 
sign for the Bunker Hill Monument, 
though at that time an undergradu- 
ate of Harvard College; it was for- 
warded to the Board of Directors 
with an essay ,and finally acepted.”

TRUST LAW EXEMPTION FAILS: 


President Works Hard to Bring About 
Defeat of Measure Wanted by Labor 
Unions—Would Sacrifice Support of 
Every Workingman In the Country 
Rather Than Approve Such a Pro- 
vision of Law, He Declares

The house by a vote of 138 to 
130, on a motion to concur with the 
senate’s action, defeated the Hughes 
amendment to the sundry civil bill, 
which would have exempted labor or- 
ganizations from the effect of those 
laws. 

The defeated amendment provides 
that no part of the appropriation for 
the 
“shall be spent in the prosecution of 
any organization or individual for 
entering into amy combination or 
agreement having in view the increas- 
ing of wages, shortening of hours or 
bettering the condition of labor, or 
for any act done in furtherance there- 
of not in itself unlawful.” 

President Taft spent the entire day 
and bent every energy toward the de- 
feat of the house amendment which 
proposed to exempt labor unions from 
the operation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

He threw his whole influence into 
the fight, sending for scores of rep- 
resentatives and urging them to de- 
feat the provision. Mr. Taft de- 
clared that if it cost him the support 
of every laboring man in the country

Lodge's select committee on wages 
nnd prices of commodities made its 


report to the senate after a series of | 
hearings beginning in February. The! 


report comes from the Republican ma- 
jority only, consisting of Senators 
Lodge of Massachusetts, chairman; | 
Gallinger, McCumber, 
Crawford. 

The Democratic minority, Senators 
Clarke, Johnston and Smith, have 
been authorized by the full commit- | 
tee to employ an expert and compile 
such a report as they may desire to 
make. 

The three Democrats have uttered 
no protest against the findings of their 
Republican associates, but it is ex- 
pected that they will avail themselves 
of their privilege and prepare a re- | 
port which will be as useful as cam- 
paign ammunition for their party as 
the majority report will be for the 
Republicans. 

The majority report, which is pre- | 
Nminary to a more exhaustive pre- 
sentation, deals with sixteen subjects, 
viz: wholesale and retail prices, wages 
and hours of labor; increased cost of 
production of farm products; demand 
for farm products and the supply; 
the tariff; combinations and associa- 
fons; the gold supply; labor unions; | 
storage; | 
, and other regulations; over- 
capitalization; immigration; the high- | 
er standard of living, and freight} 
rates on the commodities of Hfe. 

Causes related to all these subjects | 
except the tariff and also to shifting 
reduced fertility of 
land, increased banking facilities, en- 
abling farmers to hold their crops, are! 
cited as contributing to the*advance in 
prices. 

Says the majority report: The 
causes of the advance can best be dis- | 
cussed by first indicating the groups 
of commodities in which the advances 
have occurred during the period from 
1900 to 1909. The general wholesale 
price level in the United States repre- | 
sented by 257 commodities advanced 
14.5 percent as follows: Farm prod¢} 
ucts, 39.8; food, ete., 19.7; lumber | 
and building materials, 19.6: miscel- | 
laneous commodities, 14.7; cloths and | 
clothing, 12; fuel and lighting, 6.9; | 
house-furnishing goods, 5.8; metals! 
and implements, 4.6; drugs and/ 
chemicals declined 2.9.

The Origin of the “Mar§eillaise.” 

In the reign of terror under Freron 
and when hundreds of vic- 
tims were carved by the guillotine and 
the people rose against the arlstocra- 
ey, was bern the hymn of France, 
composed by Rouget de I'Isle.

The Dewey celebration lasted two 
days. On Friday. Sept. 29. a grand 
naval pageant, consisting of war ves- 
sels, merchant marine and private 
yachts, was held, and on Saturday 
there was a land parade. 

Dewey Given Loving Cup. 

The program on Saturday began at 
7 o'clock, when a reception commitiee 
visited Admiral Dewey on board the 
Olympia. The edmiral was landed at 
the Battery at 8 o'clock and there was 
met by another committee and a guard 
of honor consisting of a squadron of 
mounted policemen. He was escorted 
to the city hall and there received 
a loving cup, the gift of the city. The 
admiral next visited Grant's tomb on 
board the steamer Sandy Hook. and 
later luncheon for 500 guests was serv 
ed on board the vessel. 

The land parade followed at 1 o'clock. | 
After passing through the Dewey arch | 
at the north entrance of Fifth avenue 
and Washington square, which was 
erected to commemorate the victory at 
Manila bay, the admiral reviewed the 
parade from a reviewing stand at Mad 
Ison square. There were in line 22,800 
marchers, cousisting of soldiers, sail 
ors, militiamen and civie organizations 

Other features of the celebration con 
sisted of night pageants, the harbor, 


| North and East rivers for miles being 


illuminated, together with pyrotechnic 
displays on lund and water. 

Mr. Bryan was given an affectionate 
greeting by thousands of his admirers 
when be returned from his memorable 
European trip on Aug. 30, 1906, but 
his reception was not characterized by 
the spectacular features which have 
made of lasting memory and signifi- 
cance the homecomings of his fellow 
Americans mentioned. 


Niagara 9,000 Years Old? 

To the question, “How old are the 
Niagara falls?” geologists have return- 
ed replies varying by tens of thousands 
of years. At first it was estimated that 
the Ningara river came into existence 
through changes in the level of the 
lznd around the great Jakes about 55.,- 
000 years ago. Later this was reduced 
to only 12.000 years. Lyell increased 
the-estimate again to 35,000 years, and 
till later other scientists lowered it 
to about 9,000 years. 


Sent Laundry to Holland. 

In the sixteenth century clothes were 
sent from all parts of France to be 
washed in Holland, where the water 
of the canals was supposed to have 
special cleansing properties.

Big Clocks. 
The big clock of the Metropolitan 
tower at Madison square, New York. 


is by long odds the costliest and most | 


elaborate public timepiece ever con- 
structed and is the only great clock {n 


the world operated wholly by electric- | 


ity without the touch of human hands. 
Some of its other wonders are its size, 
being the largest four dial tower clock 
and the third largest clock of any size 
in the world, and {ts altitude, which 
is the highest of any clock in the 
world. It has also the biggest and 
heaviest striking bell. 

The other three largest clocks are 
the one face dial of the Colgate fac- 
tory in Jersey City, which is forty feet 
across, the next in size of mammoth 
public chronometers being the dial at 
St. Bombort’s, in the old city of Ma- 
lines, in Belgium, which fs thirty-nine 
feet across. St. Peter's of Zurich, 
Switzerland, has a dial face twenty- 
nine feet, and then in order comes the 
Metropolitan tower clock, which is 
twenty-six feet six inches in diameter.

not shirk the responsibilities which 
have been placed on his shoulders by 
those who look to him as the one man 
who can command the situation. 

OOut of the coming conference be- 
tween Roosevelt and Governor Hughes 
will issue an articulated policy. The 
governor and the ex-governor will go 


; over the entire present political sit- 


uation in New York state. Roosevelt 
will indicate his belief that if the fov- 
ernor accepts a place on the supreme 
court bench, as the governor has al- 
ready signified his intention to do, 
and thus withdray entirely from act- 
ive politics, the result may be dis- 
astrous to his party. 

Mr. Roosevelt probably will not re- 
quest the governor in so many words 
to become a candidate for a_ third 
term. He will present the situation as 
he sees it, leaving it to the governor 
to decide after he has learned Roose- 
velt’s views, whether or not he should 
retract his positive statements that he 
will not accept another nomination, 
sacrifice his place on the bench of 
the supreme court and go back into 
harness for two years more at Albany. 

Such a decision would carry with it 
a@ full understanding that in the event 
of a Republica ndefeat "Hughes would 
find himself with neither a seat on the 
bench nor a seat in the executive 


' chamber. 


Colonel Roosevelt gave the newspa- 
per men his first interview of any 
length since his return from abroad. 


| Politics was barred. 


The newspaper men were ushered 
into the library wkere they found a 
room in confusion, littered with 
thousands of unopened lettetrs, and 
hundreds of books sent by publishers 
and friends, with still other hundreds 
of magazines, all unread. There were 
letters on the table, on a settee and 
on the floor. 

“I want you newspaper men to make 
it clear that it is utterly impossible 
for one man to cope with all this 
mail,” said the colonel. 

He began at the top of the pile and 
picked up a dozen letters. The first 
he opened was from a member of 
congress, inclosing a copy of a speech, 
which the writer requested Roosevelt 


| to read and criticize. 


“It would take an hour of my time,” 
Roosevelt said. “It would be impos- 
siblle for me to grant such a request.” 

The next letter was from a man 
from Arkansas who had a patent win- 
dow device which he desires to bring 
to Sagamore Hill for Roosevelt's in- 
spection. 

Another lettetr was from an old 
friend who lost his place in the land 
office. This friend asked a personal 


| intercession in the hope that he may 


regain his place. 

“Much as I should like to help him, 
it is entirely out of the question,” 
was Roosevelt's comment. 

Then came a letter from a politictan 
from up the state asking some opin- 
jon on direct primaries. 

“It is just such communications that 
I cannot answer,” said the colonel. 

The other letters of the dozen were 
invitations 0 speak at school com- 
mencements and public dinners. 

Having demonstrated the hopeless- 
ness Of his task, Roosevelt first turned 
away and then turned back again to 
the stack of books. He picked up 
two of them and tore off the wrappers. 

“Here are two books on religion,” 
he said. “Undoubtedly whoever sent 
them expects me to read them and 
pass judgment on them.” 

The colonel sat down in despair and 
the interview ended.

” QUT FOR THE SPEAKERSHIP 


Defends New Tariff Law, Saying That 
Rates Are Too Low If Anything Is 
Wrong With It and That Close of 
Fiscal Year Will Prove Wisdom of 
Legislation—To Take Active Part Ir 
the Fall Campaign 


Washington, June 28.—Posing on 
the steps of the executive office, 
Speaker Cannon intimated that if the 
Republicans have the next house of 
representatives he will be a candidate 
for re-election as speaker. When he 
was asked point blank if he expects 
to seek re-election to that office he 
sald: 


“I may be dead; I may be alive. | 


Before you can make a hare pie you 
must first catch the hare. By ratsing 
the cry of Cannon and Cannonism 
some people in this country think 
they are going to fool the public. We 
shall see whether they do or not. I 
shall do my best to help the Republi- 
can party win another victory next 
fall. If we do win, it will be for the 
Republican party to say whether | 
shall be a high privat® in the rear 
ranks or shall occupy an official posi- 
tion. At any rate, I shall be content 
with whatever the decision of my party 
is.” 

The speaker said that if there is 
anything wrong with the tariff law at 
all it is that the rates on certain items 


have been fixed too low. “I will 
specify,” said he, “by mentioning the 
boot and shoe schedule. The re- 


turns we are getting show that im- 
ports under this schedule are increas- 
ing at a rapid rate. I am convinced 
that, taking into consideration the 
difference in the cost of production 
at home and abroad, In tnis particular 
case we have fixed the duty too low. 
Whenever we cut under the margin 
we are bound to do an injustice to our 
home industry. I fear we are doing 
it in the case of the boot and shoe 
business.” 

The speaker reiterated a statement 
he has made many times recently that 
the new tariff law wii! Justify itself. 
“This new law will soon have been in 
operation one year,” he sald. “At 
the close of this fiscal year we shall 
be able to show to the country con- 
clusively that the legislation has 
justified itself from every standpoint. 
As I have already said, !f there is 
anything at all wrong with the law it 
is that in some instances the redué- 
tions we made were too great.” 

The speaker is leaving for his home 
in Danville, Ills., in high feather. He 
thinks things are coming his way 
again. He is certain the insurgents 
and the Democrats would have de- 
posed him as speaker if they could 
have commanded the votes to do it. 
He wanted them to try it. 

After about two months’ rest he in- 
tends to go aboard a private car and 
tour the country in the interests of 
election of Republican nominees for 
congress. He says that he does not 
know where his first speech will be 
made. The present arrangement is 
for former Representative Watson of 
ndiana to accompany him on _ this 
long speaking tour.

Let us turn for a moment to the Con- 
tnental congress assembled in Inde- 
|nendence hall in Philadelphia on the 
{Fourth day of July, 1776. One act of 


insult and oppression upon the part of | 
ithe crown towurd the colonies had fol- | 


jowed another in rapid succession un- 
til the time had come when the repre- 
sentatives of the colonies were to de- 
cide in favor of abject submission to 


tyranny or to resolve to be forever free | 


and independent. Upon the one side 
were the ties of country and a com- 
/mon ancestry, upon the other rebellion 
against the mother country and the 
‘sommencement of a struggle the end 
of which no man could foretell; 
upon the one side unqualified submis- 
3ion to the dogma of the “divine 
right of kings,” upon the other war 
with the greatest nation of the globe, 
\with independence as the prize of vic- 
tory and with defeat as surely the 
forerunner of infamy and death, 

' The men who signed this Declaration 
were not unmindful of the grave re- 
spousibilities which they assumed. It 
was no rash act upon their part. They 
well knew that Great Britain would 
never permit these colonies to be 
wrested from her grasp without a 
struggle. They well knew England, 
with her untold wealth, her powerful 
army and a navy that made her mis- 
tress of the seas, was a foe to be re- 
spected even by the strongest govern- 
ment upon the earth. ‘To the imper- 


ishable honor of the signers of this | 


Declaration be it said that they did not 
hesitate when the dread issues of that 
‘hour were to be decided. 

The gospel of universal liberty had 
been proclaimed to the world. For 
ages mankind had belleved there was 
“a divinity which doth hedge a king.” 
The world was now startled from its 
lethargy by the declaration that “re- 
sistance to tyrants is obedience to 
!'God.” The new gospel proclaimed by 
the signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence was in conflict with that 
by which the world for generations 
had been governed. Boldly and un- 
equivocally it challenged the doctrine 
of the divine right of kings. The 
barons of England at the point of the 

{ 

sword had wrestea from an unwilling 
(tyrant that Magna Charta which for 
ages had been the palladium of English 
liberty. Again and again during the 
reign of the long line of the predeces- 
sors of George III. some darling of 
prerogutive of kingly power had been 
grudgingly conceded to an exasperat- 
ed peeple. But these were mere ef- 
forts to restrain within bounds, not to 
destroy, the one man power. 

Our Declaration of Independence sol- 
emnly announced as a self evident 
truth that all men are born equal. It 
proclaims as the cardinal feature of 
the soclal compact, as the very con- 
'nerstone of civil government, the ab- 
solute equality of all men. Govern- 
ments were declared to have been es- 
tablished among men for the benefit 
of the governed. What a glorious in- 
heritance Js this Declaration! 
lofty statesmanship is breathed in its 
every utterance! Well did the great 
commoner of England exclaim, “Lhe 
men who can so write deserve to be 
free.” 

Whence came the men who signed 
this Declaration? In what school of 
politics or philosophy did they learn 
these great truths? Who taught them 
the science of political government? 
From what loyal line of lawgivers did 
they spring? Unskilled in the diplo- 
mucy and craft that control cabinets 
and govern empires, they were the 
people raised up by an all wise Provi- 
dence to overcome the obstacles and 
grapple with the dangers that threat- 
ened their Mbeyties. 

From the earliest struggles for the 
freedom of mankind to the days of

Police Instructed to Drive Out

Lynn, Mass., June 28.—Mayor

Services of Retiring Director of Art 
Museum Are Appreciated 

New York, June 28.—Sir Caspar 
P. Clarke, for five years director of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Arts, 
tendered his resignation yesterday be- 
cause his health is poor and his phy- 
sicians have advised him not to spend 
another winter in New York city. 

In accepting the resignation of the 
British art connoisseur, the trustees,

that his fyll salary shall continue for a 
year, and that he shall receive a sal- 
ary of $5000 a year for life.

Former Treasurer of Framingham 
Gets Term In State Prison 
Cambridge, Mass., June 28.—John 
B. Lombard, 60 years 
treasurer of the town of Framingham, 
was sentenced to from ten to fifteen 
years in state prison by Judge Stev-

Being hit by a pitched ball seems to 
take the heart out of many ball toss- 
ers. Baseball history shows that near- 
ly every star player that has been in- 
jured by being struck by a thrown 
ball is never the same afterward. 

lor instance, there is Charley Carr, 
now manager of the Indianapolis team 


in the American association. Several 
years ago Carr looked like the best 
batting and fielding tirst baseman in 


the country. He had his nose broken 
by a pitched ball while traveling with 
the Detroit club in the south. He was 
never able to maintain his previous 
batting ability after that, Detroit 
traded him to Cleveland for Hickman, 
and Cleveland sold him to Cincinnati. 
I'rom the last named town he went to 
Indianapolis, where be has been ever 
since. 

Hughey Jennings had his big league 
career cut short by being hit with a 
pitched ball, as did Oom Paul Kruger, 
formerly of Pittsburg. Danny Hoff- 
man was Connie Mack's most valuable 
outfielder until he stopped an inshoot 
with his eye. The following year he 
was of little value to Philadelphia and 
was sold to New York. From there 
went to St. Louis, -where he has 
shown some improvement. 

Eddie Summers when with Indianap- 
olis gave Jap Barbeau a terrific jolt 
on the head. For a time it was thought 
that Barbeau would die as the result 
of the blow, but he finally recovered 
and played a brilllant game at short 
for Toledo the following season.

When this was done all four screws 
were driven at their full power, un- 
der which, in normal conditions, the 


airship was capable of attaining a 
speed of forty miles an hour. But

The Deutschland sank rapidly, hav- 
ing lost much gas in the high alti- 
tudes, and dragged along the top of 
the dense forest. A heavy branch of 
a tree broke through the floor of the 
cabin amidships, throwing two of the 
guests to the floor. Other branches 
ripped through the gas compartments, 
and the whole great structure settled 
down thirty or forty feet from the 
ground.

BY “SPIRITS” 


Wealthy Old Man Said to Have 
Parted With $40,000 


ORDERED BY HIS DEAD WIFE 


Grandson of Connecticut Man Brings 
Suit Against Medium, Who Is a 
Federal Employe at Washington, 
Charging Her With Exerting “Medi- 
umistic Influences” on Octogenarian 
—She Retains a Lawer 


Washington, June 29.—Fenton J. 
Hurd, a wealthy octogenarian of 
Greenwich, Conn., in a suit brought 
in his behalf, is said to have paid 
$40,000 to Mrs. Laura R. Cramer of 
Washington, through spirit messages 
that he believed came through her 
from his departed wife. Dr. Lee M. 
also of Greenwich, Hurd’s 
grandson, who is conservator of the 
aged man's estate, has instituted the 


| suit. 


It is claimed by Dr. Hurd that the 
octogenarian parted with the $40,- 
000 at various times. On one occa- 
sion he is said to have given the 
medium $10,000 following the receipt 
of a message. Mrs. Cramer, who is 
in the employ of the bureau of rolls 
and library in the state department at 
Washington at a salary of $1200 a 
year, is charged in the complaint with 
exerting “mediumistic influences” on 
Hurd. 

Through his attorneys, J. G. Pierce 
of New York, and W. D. McLean and 
R. A. Ford of Massachusetts, Dr. 
Hurd charges that after the death of 
his grandmother in 1891 his grand- 
father became imbued with the idea 
that communication between this and 
the spirit world was possible. 

Mrs. Cramer could not be found at 
her desk in the state department nor 
at her apartments in the De Soto, 
which is in a fashionable section of 
the city. 

She is reported to have retained a 
lawyer to make a general denial of 
the charges and to plan a vigorous 
defense. She is a native of Mary- 
land, 54 years of age, and a widow. 
The name “F. J. Hurd” appears 
along with hers on the mail box at 
the De Soto and the octogenarian is 
said to have roomed with her during 
various periods in the last ten years.

TO SAVE HUMAN VOICE. 


Invention Useful In War, 


Chicago 
* Peace and Sport. 


The first public demonstration of an 
“automatic enunclator” took place re- | 
cently In Chicago. The Invention ts a 
development of telephone experiments. 
By the use of electro-magnetic action 
the voice of a speaker is earried along 
as many wires as desired and for any 
distance, then sent out through grapho- 
phone horns, s0 as to be audible in a 
large room. 

At the demonstration Inventor L. M. 
Cole spoke in a tone that could not 
have been heard thirty feet away, and 
{n a dozen rooms all over the building} 
the reproducer emitted the tones clear- 
ly. 

The enunclator can be attached to 
telephone circuits In large buildings, 
and in every room simultaneously the 
message will be given. These are some 
of the uses the promoters give:

Washington, June 30.—With Presi- 
dent Taft, Colonel Roosevelt and Gov- 
ernor Hughes all within the environs 
of the city of Boston, public men who 
have lingered at the national capitl 
are on edge for some interesting polit- 
ical news within the next twenty-four 
hours.

It is known that Taft did not com- 
municate with Roosevelt during the 
colonel’s long stay in Africa. Neither 
did the communica- 
tions to the president. The day 
Roosevelt landed in New York the 
president did receive a letter that had 
been mailed in England. Though 
pressed on many oceasions to. give 
intimation as to the spirit of 
the White House

has steadfastly refused to do so. 

Since his return, as the public 
knows, Roosevelt has been giving 
audience to a good many of the more 
prominent Republicans who are out 
after the present administration with 
a tomahawk. It is true that he has 


called into conference a few men who 
may be classed as Sup! vorters of the 
administration, but as Washington 


understands it his conferences have 
largely with the enemies of the 
administration. It is violating no con- 
fidence to say that this fact has had a 
disquieting effect at the White House. 
Ever since the talk began that the 
president and the former president 
and Governor Hughes would meet at 
Beverly, the White House has main- 
tained silence with respect to the talk 
otf the meeting. Frequenters of the 
executive offices became convinced 
two or three days ago that President 
Tait has made up his mind not to do 
anything or y anything in connec- 
tion with this gossip about a meeting 
that would ve the country any ex- 
ecuse for saying that he was seeking 
the favor of his predecessor. 
Whatever may be said of the polit- 
ical campaign that resulted in making 
Taft president, and everybody knows

that Roosevelt did make him presi- 
dent, Taft is now determined to be 
his own man. It was this decision 


that led him to refuse 
York on the occasion of Roosevelt's 
return, and it is this determination 
that is moving him to decline to take 
the initiative in bringing about a con- 
ference with Roosevelt at Beverly. 
As persons here who are in positions 
to know understand the situation, the 
president would, of course, be glad to 
have the support of his predecessor, 
but he not intend to humiliate 
himself by begging for it. While not 
much has been said about it, the pres- 
ident has been quite a bit chagrined 
over the stories that Roosevelt has 
been trying to persuade Hughes to 
reconsider his acceptance of the place 
in the supreme court and make a

York. Naturally the attitude of the 


president would be that if the colonel 
has been doing anything of this sort 
he is interfering in matters that do 
not call for interference from him. 

It is plain that President Taft in- 
tends to be his own man. He does 
not intend to face about on the Pin- 
chot business, or on anything else in 
order to gain the favor of his prede- 
cessor. Within the last day or two 
rumors have come to the national cap- 
ital that Roosevelt intends to give the 
administration a hearty indorsement 
in his first political speech. On the 
other hand, the statesmen who have 
been to Oyster Bay seem to be pretty 
well convinced that the colonel is not 
going to support all the administra- 
tion has done.

Discussion of Great Britain's naval 
policy is a thing that, to the American 
who hears the endless rounds of con- | 
testing argument, bids fair to “run on 
forever.” Another English naval ex- 
pert has discovered shadowa in the Pa- | 
cific cast by war clouds formed be! 
cause of the relations between the! 
United States and Japan, especially be- | 
cause of the American “open door” pol- | 
icy. 

This latest contribution has appeared 
in the London Graphic, forming part | 
of a series of articles which under the | 
general title of “The Sovereignty of the 
Seas” have been embittering still fur- | 
ther the “naval policy” wrangle. The 
author of this series is Gerard Fiennes, 
numbered among England's foremost 
haval experts and a man who is not 
particularly well liked at the admiral- 
ty because he insists on “speaking out 
in public.” 


British Alliance to Die. 
Mr. Fiennes states that the Anglo- 


| Japanese alliance cannot be renewed 


on its expiration in 1915 and that there | 
are grave indications that this agree- 
ment may not canserve far eastern af- 
fairs on peace lines even before its ex- | 
istence is concluded. He argues, too, | 
that Great Britain must give up its | 
policy of regarding the empire in the 
light of the “hen and chickens” com- | 
bination. 

“Japan will,” be asserts, “in the last | 
analysis fight the United States very 
much for the reason that prompted 
Bismarck to fight France.” 

Hie admits that if Japan today or- 
dered Germany out of Kiaochau the 
kaiser would have no alternative but 
to move out, adding, however, that in 
such an event the old European league | 
would revive and Germany, France 
and Russia would overwhelm the mi- | 
kado’s people. 

“But,” contends this naval expert, 
“Europe is not going to lft a finger, I 
imagine, when war breaks out be- 
tween Japan and the United States to 
save to the latter the islands of which , 
{t deprived Spain. Europe has a 
‘Monroe doctrine’ of its own, and it in- 
cludes the determination to leave the 
United States to stew in its own juice, 


Japan Despises America. 

“The Japanese are full of contempt 
for American brag and bounce, for the 
lack of national spirit or even of true 
nationality, which they discern in the 
Americans. They have a _ profound 
disbelief in the war worthiness of the 
American navy and an acute realiza- 
tion of the fact that the strategical sit- 
uation is overwhelmingly in their fa- 
vor. 

“It ig Objected that the Japanese are 
too poor to fight. When will people 
recognize the fact which all history 
teaches—that it is the poor nations, not 
those which have grown rich and com- 
fortable, which fight? The Prussia of 
Frederick the Great, the France of Na- 
poleon, were poor. | 

“It ought to be so obvious as not to 
need saying that it is the nation which 
hopes to gain something, not the na- 
tion which is preoccupied in holding | 
what it has gained, which is tempted 
to war. 
war because, directly or indirectly, she 
will make war pay for itself.” | 


LARGEST STEAMER PLANNED. | 


German Liner to Exceed All Previous 
Size Records. 

The largest steamship in the world 
is soon to be built at Hamburg for a 
German line, and the plans were re- 
cently inspected by Emperor William. 

The ship will have a length between 
perpendiculars of S876 feet and a 
breadth of 8514 feet. From keel to up- | 
per deck will measure 64 feet. She will 
have a speed of 22 knots and will be} 
twice the tonnage of the Kaiserin Au- 
guste Victoria.

Railroad Revision Measures,

Probably never in the history of the 
country did a president so completely 
have his way so early in his adminis-

tration. True, he had to abandon some 


of his program, including such items 
as federal license, anti-injunction and 
ship subsidy, but this abandonment 
was only temporary. Considering the 
driving power he displayed he should 
be able to force through those items 
and others during the short session. 
He will also probably attempt to ob- 
tain federal regulation of railroad stock 
and bond issues at some future session, | 
He recommended it strongly this time, 
was ingrafted in the 
Wickersham draft of the railroad bill, 
but was stricken out in the senate. 
Later the conference committee gave 
him a commission to inquire into rail- 


| Way securities, and it will doubtless 


be on the report of this commission 
that he will renew his recommendation 
for federal regulation. The chief ob- 
ject of such a law would be to prevent 
the watering of stock. 


A Bill With Teeth. 


The new railroad law provides, 
among other things, for a commerce 
court, to which all appeals from the in- 
terstate commerce commission shall be 
made. It gives the commission power 
to initiate an inquiry although no 
formal complaint has been made. It 
confers on the commission the power 
to suspend for ten months a proposed 


| advance in rates and to prohibit such 


advance permanently if found to be! 
unreasonable and unjust. This provi- 
sion went into effect at once in order , 
that it might apply to the proposed in- 
crease in freight rates recently balted 
by the famous Taft-Wickersham in- 
junction. The law places telegraphs, 


telephones, cables and wireless under 
the contro! of the commission, but pro- 
vides for special rates, such as those 
given to the press. It contains a long

and short hau! provision forbidding a 
greater charge for a short haul than 
for a longer one over the same line. 

It prevents the merger of competing 
roads or of the absorption by a rail- 
road of a competing water line. It per- 
nits shippers to choose routes and to 
be represented by counsel in heurings. 
It torbids a railroad from lowering its 
rates to drive out water competition 
and afterward raising them except by 
permission of the interstate commerce 
commission. It provides for a commis- 
Sion to inquire into the issue of railroad 
securities and the watering of stocks. 

It contains many otber features of 
benefit to shippers, such as those to 
expedite hearings. Many of the provi- 
sions in the railroad law were placed 
there by the insurgents in the two! 
houses. They called it “giving the bill 
teeth.” Among the most notable of 
these additions are the long and short 
baul clause and the inclusion of tele- 
graphs and telephones. The progres- 
sives also struck out the merger and 
traffic agreement sections. 


Postal Depositories. 


The postal savings bank law marks 
a new departure in American finance. 
It provides that the president and two 
members of his cabinet shall consti- 
tute a commission to establish postal 
depositories at money order postoffices 
throughout the country, that these of- 
ficers shall receive deposits not exceed- 
$100 per month or $500 in all from 
one person, that 2 per cent interest shall 
be paid on these deposits. that 65 pe: 
cent of the postal funds shall be placed

throw the postal funds into Wall 
street, 


Statehood and Conservation. 


The act admitting Arizona and New 
Mexico as seperate states provides that 
the people of these territories shall 
proceed to the formation of constitu- 
tions, which shall go into effect when 
ratified by the voters and approved by 
congress and the president. There was 
some hitch as to voting qualifications 
in Arizona, but this was fixed by a 
broader suffrage than that now recog- 
nized in the territory. It 1s probable 
that the two new states will be in the 
Union by 1911, making forty-eight in 
all and using up all the territory in 
the United States available for state- 
hood purposes. This, of course, Is ex- 
elusive of Alaska and our isiand pos- 
sessions. It is time to put two more 
stars on the flag. 

Originally President Taft recom- 
mended nine conservation measures. 
Two of these passed. The land with- 
drawal act empowers the president to 
withdraw from entry temporarily any 
lands now in the possession of the 
United States, out provides that land 
containing metalliferous minerals shall 
be subject to entry under the mineral 
land law. The act was criticised by 
such conservationists as Gifford Pin- 
chot because it failed to validate the 
withdrawals of President Roosevelt 
and by implication at least threw a 
doubt on their legality and because 
the provision as to the mineral land 
law and that concerning bLomestead 
entry left a loophole for the private 
acquirement of water power sites and 
other natural resources. 

The other measure enacted, which 
was not strictly a conservation act, but 
was related thereto, was the reclama- 
tion bond bill. This was originally put 
at $30,000,000, but was cut to $20,000,- 
000. A fight was made on the provi- 
sion requiring army engineers to pass 
on irrigation projects which was 
thought to reflect on the reclamation 
service and possibly to mean the sup- 
planting of Director Newell, who had 
testified against Secretary Ballinger. 
It was finally compromised by provid- 
ing that the president must approve 
such projects, and it is presumed that 
he will use army engineers to investi- 
gate them. The purpose of the recla- 
mation bond measure is to raise money 
to complete irrigation projects already 
undertaken by the government. 


Campaign Fund Publicity. 

The campaign publicity law which 
the president advocated, although it 
Was not usually classed as one of the 
Taft policies, requires that candidates 
for congress shall file a statement of 
election receipts and expenditures aft- 
er election. The Democrats made a 
fight to compel publication before elec- 
tion, and a provision to this effect was 
included in the honse bill, but was aft- 
erward stricken out in the senate. 
The president also succeeded in get- 
ting an appropriation of $250,000 for 
the tariff board with the avowed in- 
tention of having it investigate the cost 
of production at home and abroad and 
if the information obtained warranted 
it to use this as a basis for further tar- 
iff revision. 

Of the Taft policies, federal license, 
ship subsidies, anti-injunction and sev- 
ral conservation measures were tem- 
porarily sidetracked with the pres!- 
dent’s consent. By a close vote in the 
senate the ship subsidy measure was 
made the unfinished business to be tak- 
en up in the short session.

New York, June 30.—A hatchet- | 
faced, under-sized youth in ragged | 
swimming’ trunks, with a skimp coat | 
and an old pair of trousers thrown | 
over them, dived successfully from 
the centre span of Brooklyn bridge to | 
the East river, 135 feet below, for 
$250 in cash, two new Suits of clothes 
and whatever fame the world may 
hold in store for a bridge jumper. 

The late Steve Brodie acquired fame 
as a bridge jumper, and long ran a 
Bowery saloon on the strength of it, | 
but many say it was never proved that 
Steve really jumped. Several would- | 
be suicides have been fished out of the 
river unhurt, after jumping, but this 
boy is the first to jump with unques- | 
tioned witnesses as a part of a pre- | 
arranged plan. 

His first words when he was fished 
out of the river by the crew of a pass- 
ing tug were: “Gee, but I hit hard.” 

The youth is Otto Eppers, 17 years | 
old, the son of a lithographer. He | 
weighs about 110 pounds and has been 
unofficially swimming champion of the 
East river ever since he got into the | 
big boys’ class. 

Recently he heard that a Brooklyn 
merchant was willing to pay $250 out 
of his advertising appropriation to 
the first man who would jump from 
any one of the bridges over the East 
river. 

Otto had jumped 104 feet from a 
bridge once before and the addition 
of a few more feet never gave him so | 
much as a thought. “Sure, I'll do it,” | 
he said, and he did. 

Otto meant to dive from the new 
Manhattan bridge, because he thought | 
it was higher—the height in reality 


is the same for all the East river 
bridges—but the police were too 


watchful. He meant to shed his coat 
and trousers, but he didn’t have time. 
He meant to take off his heavy boots, 
but the river did that for him. 

He meant to dive in ohe long, 
sweeping arc, “but somehow,” he told 
afterward, “I started to twist and 
then I couldn't stop.” Passengers on 
the ferry boats said he spun like a| 
pinwheel. | 

“I wasn't a bit scared until I 
jumped,” he continued, “but I don’t 
remember anything after I hit until I 
came up again.’’ He was found float- 
ing on his back, half-stunned, and 
paddling feebly. “I could have swum 
to shore,”’ he boasted, and in the next | 
breath admitted “but I wasn’t feeling 
very spry.” H

become a backstop he should not 
tackle the positiou or he will not rise 
above the ordinary.

Many times a catcher has been se- 
verely censured because sotne speedy 
fellow has stolen a base. To the on- 
looker the backstop is at fault. There 
are many times that the catcher Is at 
fault, but now and again it’s on the 
pitecber. It's up to a twirler to keep 
a buse runner close to the base. If 
the piteber allows too much of a start 
the best throw in the world cannot 
stop him. Catchers make bad throws 
occasionally, but they would muke 
very few if the base runners were 
held close to the bases and the throws 
did not have to be made in a hurry.
